Senator Tillman to Speak in Birmingham. 

The dispensary advocates have ar¬ 
ranged for Senator Tillman, of South 
Carolina, to speak at the auditorium 
in Birmingham on Monday night, 
April 9. Mr. Tillman will speak in 
advocacy of the dispensary and will 
not take any hand in the senatorship 
or governorship fight, so it is stated. 

More Cotton Machinery. 

A large cotton ginnery mill will be 
established and operated in connec¬ 
tion with the Alabama Cotton Oil 
Plant at Huntsville. The new gin¬ 
nery includes ten 70-saw gins, and a 
round-bale compress, as well as a 
double rotary square bale press of 
standard dimensions. 

First Mot© of Itospondents. 

The first move of the Sloss-Shef- 
field Iron and Sleel company, the re¬ 
spondents to the bill filed by the 
trustees of the State university for 
the setting aside of the lands recent¬ 
ly sold to that company, has been 
made, a motion having been filed in 
the chancery court at Birmingham to 
dismiss the bill for want of equity. 
The motion will be taken up by Chan¬ 
cellor Carmichael Saturday, when ar¬ 
guments will be heard. 

Kirkley’a Murderer Captured. 

The police of Chattanooga Friday 
arrested a gang of eight crooks with 
the assistance of detective W. A. 
Disheroon and G. H. Bodeker, of 
Birmingham, three of whom have 
been positively identified by the lat¬ 
ter officers as ihree* of the gang im¬ 
plicated in the recent robberies of 
Birmingham, and in the shooting of 
Policemen Kirkley and Adams. Their 
names are Frank Duncan, John D. 
West and Tom Fay, and the Birming¬ 
ham detectives are certain that W'est 
is the slayer of Policeman Kirkley. 

A New Knilroml. 

A petition for the incorporation of 
the Chattahoochee Valley railroad 
has been filed with the secretary of 
state. A number of Alabama and 
Massachusetts capitalists sighed the 
petition. The subscribers desire to 
construct a railroad under the name 
of the Chattahoochee Valley lltiilroad 
company, the terminals in Alabama 
to bo at some point in or about Lan- 
ett, in Ciiambers county, and in or 
near Phenix, in Lee county. The 
amount of the capital stock will be 
$100,000, divided into shares of $100 
each, 

Montgromcry County Democrats. 

The work of the democratic com¬ 
mittee of Montgomery county re¬ 
sulted in the following nominations: 
VV. B. Waller, for sheriff; George W. 
Hails, for tax collector; A. H. Eu¬ 
banks, for assessor; J. J. Cochran, 
for treasurer; J. A. Thompson, su¬ 
perintendent of education; W. H. 
Tice, coroner. 

The convention ordered the county 
committee to rescind its action not 
to have a direct vote on all state 
officers. 

This convention only acted on the 
county officers. The legislative can¬ 
didates will bo voted on April 14, 
when expression for United States 
senator will also be .made.

A son of Mr. Patten Alorrow, living 
in Mantua beat, Greene county, shot 
and killed his sister, a girl about 16 
years old. It seems that the young 
lady was out doors and tried to get in 
at a door. The young man thought 
it was a burglar and after hailing 
and receiving no answer’ fired a shot¬ 
gun through the door, the whole 
charge striking his sister in the neck 
and fatally woundi d lier. 


BONES OF MASTODON FOUND 


In a Care Near Decatur, Togetlier Will) 
a Lot of Prehistoric Curios. 

Dr. J. Judson Barclay, late United 
States consul to Tangier, Morocco, 
who a few weeks ago discovered a 
cave up the river from New Decatur, 
near Talucah, which was supposed to 
have been the home of a gang of 
counterfeiters years ago, has just re¬ 
turned from another trip of investi¬ 
gation to the same cavern, and this 
time he reports one of the most re¬ 
markable finds in the way of prehis¬ 
toric relics ever .discovered in the 
United States. In the cavern, the 
doctor says, he found an antrance to 
a chamber which was not discovered 
at any of his previous visits. The 
entrance was almost completely 
blocked by stones and the accumula¬ 
tion of dust and rubbish of many 
centuries, and it was with the great¬ 
est difficulty and fatiguing exercise 
that he managed to work his way 
through the passage to a large unex¬ 
plored chamber, measuring some 600 
by 800 feet, and about 75 feet from 
the ground to the ceiling. 

At the remotest extremity of this 
chamber were found all the bones of 
the largest mastodon which has ever 
been discovered in any part of the 
country of which there is any record. 

The skeleton will be shipped in to 
the Smithsonian Institute, Washing¬ 
ton, D. 0., where it will be placed 
on exhibition. 

The bones are in a state of excel¬ 
lent preservation and the skeleton is 
said to be the finest specimen ever 
found. In life the animal must have 
been twenty-five feet in height. 

In another part of the chamber a 
great quantity of coins, gold and 
bronze ornaments, pottery and pre¬ 
historic instruments of war were also 
found. 

The full extent of this wonderful 
cavern is yet unknown, but the doc¬ 
tor intends to continue his explora¬ 
tion, with the hope of throwing more 
light on the dark ages of pre-historic 
days. 

Dispensary Question to Be Voted Upon. 

The democratic executive commit¬ 
tee of Tuscaloosa county met Satur¬ 
day to arrange the details of the 
election on April 14. The commit¬ 
tee is nearly all composed of dispen¬ 
sary advocates. Instead of putting 
on the tickets “for or against dispen¬ 
sary, they voted with few exceptions 
to put on “dispensary or saloon.” 
One of the exceptions is Henry A. 
Joqos, who is chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. He is a strong advocate of 
the dispensary, but he made a vigor¬ 
ous plea for fairness. “It would bo 
just as fair to make the people vote 
Cor whiskey for dispensary or pternal 
damnation,” said .Mr. Jones. Many 
of the anti’s are among Tuscaloosa's 
best citizens. Some of them are out 
and out prohibitionists, and the act 
of the committee has caused a war of 
indignation that has spread even to 
those favorable to dispensaries. 

Murder and RolJbery at CUnton. 

Saturday night two negroes entered 
the store of J. T. Sterling at Clinton, 
knocked the dork, Thomas Buntain, 
on the head with an axe, and left him 
insensible on the floor. They then 
robbed the store, and finished the 
job by cutting Buntain’s throat. His 
dead body was found Sunday morn¬ 
ing. Two negroes have been arrested 
for the crime and are in jail at Eu- 
taw, eight miles south of Clinton. 
One of them has been partially iden¬ 
tified. 

Morsan’s Land Bill PasBed, 

Senator Morgan Saturday secured 
the passage through the senate of a 
bill granting 25,000 acres of land to 
the Troy Normal school and the same 
amount to the negro school at Mont¬ 
gomery. 

Flfty-tliree Candidates. 

The number of candidates who 
‘have entered for the Democratic pri¬ 
maries in Jefferson county now num¬ 
bers fifty-three, and the amount of 
money which they have put up to 
cover the election and registration ex¬ 
penses exceeds two thousands dollars. 
General Shelley and Colonel John W. 
Tomlinson are the only entries for 
Governor, which is taken to mean 
that Messrs. Stallings, Waller and 
Samford will not contest the county. 

Brundidge will soon have a new 
bank. The president will be Mr. M. 
Lightfoot, a leading business man. 
Fletcher Bass will be vice-president 
and James F. Hightower, cashier. 

Bates Heleased. 

Jim Bates, a farmer near Brushy 
Creek community, was tried at Cull¬ 
man for the murder of his wife, whose 
lifeless body was found hanging in an 
outhouse near the Bates home. At 
first it was thought she committed 
suicide, but later there was suspicion 
of foul play and Bates was arrested. 
There was no, evidence against him 
and he was released. 


CHARLESTON EXPOSITION. 

Interstate and West Indian Enterprise 
Projected For 1901. 

At a mass meeting of the repre¬ 
sentative business men and mer¬ 
chants of Charleston, S. C., it was 
unanimously decided to hold the pro¬ 
posed South Carolina Interstate and 
West Indian exposition there during 
the autumn of 1901. Prominent men 
from all parts of the state were 
present and the big enterprise was 
launched amid great enthusiasm. It 
was announced that over a third of 
the capital stock of tho exposition 
had been subscribed and assurances 
were given that the full amount 
would be forthcoming as soon as the 
public was given a chance to take the 
shares. The project has the hearty 
endorsement of the people of South 
Carolina and the general assembly 
has already given its sanction.

Six'y Commissioned Officers and 782 

Volunteers Leave For Manila> 

The transport Sumner started on 
her voyage from New York to Manila 
with troops and supplies Saturday. 
Congressman Driggs, of Brooklyn, 
after making a thorough inspection 
of the transport, declared that the 
charges of extravagance and lavish 
expenditure of money on the Sumner 
are true. He declared that he would 
demand further investigationj 

The 782 volunteers went on board 
about noon. The sixty commission¬ 
ed officers were on the ship early in 
the morning. The vessel will touch 
first at Gibraltar and continue through 
the Suez canal, and arrive at Manila 
about June 25, it is expected. 

Verdict for Separate Schools. 

The jury in the case of Scott Bibb 
vs. the Mayor and City Council of 
Alton, Ill., known as the colored 
school case, brought in a verdict Sat¬ 
urday for the city. The case is a cel¬ 
ebrated one and involves the question 
of separate schools for white and col¬ 
ored children. Bibb, who represent¬ 
ed the colored people of Alton, 
charged that the colored children 
were excluded from the public 
schools. ■ This is the third time the 
case has been tried in the circuit 
court. An appeal will be taken to 
the supreme court. 

A Notable Gaiberiner at Sbilob. 

The forthcoming union of the vet¬ 
erans of the blue and tho gray, to be 
held on the battlefield of Shiloh 
April 6 and 7 next, gives substantial 
promise of being one of the most fra¬ 
ternal and cordial gatherings of the 
surviving veterans of the great strug¬ 
gle between the north and the south 
tliat has yet taken place in the coun¬ 
try. Preparations for the event are 
being rapidly put in shape. 

Granted an Extension of Time. 

Secretary of State Hay and the 
Duke D’Arco, the Spanish Minister, 
have signed a protocol extending for 
six months the period of time allowed 
Spanish residents in the Philippine 
Islands to elect whether they shall 
remain Spanish subjects or surrender 
their allegiance and adopt the nation¬ 
ality of the territory in which they 
reside. 

Killed In a Railroad Wreck. 

The Homossa train was wrecked by 
a head-end collision with a wrecking 
train near the Withlacooohee river in 
Florida. 0. D. Colney, of Amerleus, 
Ga., was frightfully crushed, dying 
an hour later and the engineer, J. M. 
Benton, was severely injured. 

Mississippi Democrats. 

C. 0. Miller, Chairman of the State 
Democratic Executive Committe, of 
Mississippi has called a meeting of the 
Committee for Monday, April 80. 

Public llangringr in the Philippines. 

Merales and Gonzales, who were 
found guilty of murdering a country¬ 
man, were publicly hanged Friday in 
the plaza in front of the church at 
San Carlos, province of Pangasl, an 
officer of the Seventeenth Infantry 
presiding at the execution, which 
was witnessed by tho principal citi¬ 
zens of the place. 

Sandbn^cred in Nashville* 

W. Oscar Prickett was sandbagged 
and robbed in his stationary store in 
Nashville, Tenn,, $400, together 
with his gold watch and what change 
he carried in his pockets, being taken. 

Boiler Explosion* 

The boiler of the Rutledge oompa- 
ny’s mill, at Pullman, Ark., exploded 
last Friday. John Smith, an em¬ 
ploye, was killed, four others wounded 
and the mill wrecked. 

A Steamer Sunk. 

The French steamer Georges 
Croise, bound to Cuba with cattle 
and eighty passengers, sunk outside 
Santo Domingo port. It is not 
known how many lives were saved.

Entire British Convoy Captured by 
the Boers. 


TRE LOSS OF LIFE WftS fjRT LftRGE 

Convoy Arrived at a Deep Spruit 
Where Boers Were Concealed and 
Compelled to Surrender-—Botha 
Sncceeds Jouhert. 


A Sunday’s cable message from 
South Africa says: The British 
force commanded by Colonel Broad- 
wood, consisting of tlie Tenth Hus¬ 
sars, two horse batteries, and a force 
of mounted infantry, under Colonel 
Pilcher, which had been garrisoning 
Thaba Chu, was obliged, in conse¬ 
quence of the near approach of a 
large force of Boers, to leave last 
night. 

Colonel Broadwood marched to the 
BloemfonTein water-works, south of 
of the Modder, where he encamped 
at 4 this morning. 

At early dawn the camp was 
shelled by the enemy from a near 
point. Colonel Broadwood sent off a 
convoy with the batteries, while the 
rest of the force remained to act as a 
rear guard. 

The convoy arrived at a deep spruit, 
where the Boers were concealed, and 
the entire body walked into ambush 
and was captured, together with six 
guns. 

The loss of life was not great, since 
most of the British had walked into 
the trap before a shot was fired. 

Botha Succeeds Jouberfc. 

General Louis Botha has been ap¬ 
pointed to succeed General Joubert 
as commander-in-chief of the Trans¬ 
vaal forces. 


FOUND TO CANNON. 

Man of War Wreck Beinsr Taken From 
Savannah River. 

The dredge Babcock, at work in the 
river for the terminal of the Georgia 
and Alabama railway at Savannah, 
Ga., picked up two old type English 
cannon, in a man-of-war wreck it is 
pulling out nearly opposite the foot 
of Bull street. One gun weighs about 
1,000 pounds and the other 850 
pounds. The vessel is supposed to 
have been sunk at the time of the 
British occupation of the city,, when 
the French allies sailed up the river 
to attack them. A number of cannon 
balls and several silver coins of a 
date of more than 100 years ago have 
also been taken out. 


Gruesome Tragedy in Texas. 

Near Crockett, Tex., while W. N. 
Oliver and J. A. Castling, brothers- 
in-law, and their wives, were sitting 
up with the corpse of E. M. More- 
head, father-in-law of the men, the 
latter quarreled and Oliver was 
stabbed to death. Castling is in jail. 
The men are among the most promi¬ 
nent planters in southeastern Texas. 

Grand Jury Takes Up Goebel Case 

The convening of the April term 
of tho Franklin circuit court in 
Frankfort, Ky., Monday, with Judge 
Cantrill sitting, marks the beginning 
of the final proceedings against the 
alleged assassin of the late Governor 
Goebel, and on this account makes it 
the most important in the history of 
criminal trials in Kentucky. 

Pana Surrenders. 

The Chinese General, Pana, who 
has been terrorizing and devastating 
the province of Panay, has surren¬ 
dered at Legaspl to Brigadier-General 
Kobbe, who is taking him to Manila. 

Dadles Raising Goebel Fond. 

Mrs. Gray Cromwell, Secretary of 
the Ladies’ Goebel Monument Fund 
Committee, estimates that $10,000 
haabeen raised by the ladies in the 
various counties for the monument 
fund so far. The subscription books 
will not be closed for two months, by 
which time the ladies’ committee ex¬ 
pects to have raised $50,000. 

Ex-Sennlor Gibson Dead. 

Ex-United States Senator Charles 
Gibson, of Maryland, died Saturday 
morning from heart disease, at the 
residence of his brother. Lieutenant 
Gibson, of the navy, in Washington. 

Expert Agrent Appointed. 

The director of the census has ap¬ 
pointed Alcee Bouchereau of New Or¬ 
leans special expert agent to collect 
statistics of the sugar industry in the 
southern states. 

Delagoa Bay Award. 

According to the Delagoa Bay rail¬ 
road award the Portuguese govern¬ 
ment is condemned to pay 15,814,000 
francs. 


THE NEWS EPITOMIZED. 


TVasbfngton Itain.. 

Tbe briefs on botli sides in the Clark in¬ 
vestigation were submitted to the Senate 
Committee. 

The new Philippine Commission bold its 
first meeting in Washington. 

Tho President doolded the controversy 
over possession of the Tortugas fn favor of 
tho Navy. 

Boar-Admiral Benjamin F. Day volun¬ 
tarily applied for retirement from the 
active list of the Navy, and his name was 
placed on the retired list. 

The official correspondence In regard to 
the “open door” in China, with copies of 
the replies made by the Powers to the invi¬ 
tation of the United States, was sent to 
Congress by Secretary Huy. 

During the month of April seventy-throe 
additional postofllees will inaugurate the 
system of registering letters by carriers. 

Opinion in ofideial circles is that only by 
strong naval demonstration in the Orient 
can the United States maintain tho “open 
door” in China. 

Secretary Hay says he does not expect 
the Ainorloan-Oauadian Commission to re¬ 
assemble soon. 

Commander Edward Taussig is to be 
sent to Manila la April to take command 
of the gunboat Yorktown, In place of Com¬ 
mander Sperry. 

The President has Issued exequaturs to 
■forty-four Consular offloers representiug 
foreign Governments In the United States', 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

It was shown In a House debate that the 
mails are oarryiug “Sapho” at one cent a 
pound, whereas Bibles pay eight cents. 

Secretary Boot anuounoed that all appli¬ 
cations for Cape Nome gold-dredging per¬ 
mits would be granted. 


Our Adopted Islands. 

The Senate Commission in Cuba sailed 
from Havana for the United States. 

Filipinos planned In February, 1898, to 
fight the United States it iudepeudeucu 
was not granted. 

A further reduction of the army of occu¬ 
pation in Cuba will bo made shortly. 

The mother of Agulnaldo Is still under 
guard In Manila. She Is not permitted to 
hold communication with the people of 
her race. 

Governor-General Wood Is considering 
the advisability of taxing tho idle estates 
of Cubans Giving In Paris, London and 
Madrid, so as to make their owners bring 
them into cultivation or sell them to men 
who will cultivate them. 

General Hughes reports tho natives of 
Panay, P. I., to be restless and further 
campaigning against them will be neces¬ 
sary. 

A complete Iluanolal statement of the 
Cuban Treasury, showed a total balance on 
February 28 of $2,044,754. 

Prominent New Yorkers are preparing to 
build two modern nod palatial liolols in 
Havana tor the acoommodutlon of the many 
tourists who visit Cuba iu the wiutor. 


Domestic. 

Twenty-tour of the smaller corporations 
operating franchises in Greater New York 
.were valued at $17,009,000 by the State 
Tax Commission. 

It has been praotloally settled that Pbil- 
adelplila will give only 875,000, Instead of 
the $100,000 pledged, to the National Ro- 
publioan Committee for tho oonvoutlon. 

The Vaudalla line In Indiana has Issued 
orders prohibiting tho Union News Com¬ 
pany from selling “Sapho” on Its trains or 
in tho stations along its route. 

The finding of a deep gash in the head of 
William Henderson, of Brooklyn, who died 
in Florida, and whoso death was ascribed 
to heart disease, bus aroused suspicion, 
and an investigation is to be made. 

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad in 
Kentucky Is carrying out Its threat to move 
Its important Ipterests from the State be¬ 
cause of the political war against the cor¬ 
poration. 

Ben Davis, Assistant Postmaster at Mem¬ 
phis, Touii., quit his Government job In 
disgust. A few days ago ho was called to 
tho telephone. He loft tho sate open and a 
robber stole a largo sum, including Davis’s 
savings for a year or more and $50 of Gov¬ 
ernment money, which Davis made good. 

Charles H. Knight, of Exeter, N. H., as¬ 
signee of llio Epplng Savings Bank, offers 
lo pay fifty per cent, to all depositors who 
will take it In such of the bank’s seouritlos 
as they may select, at their face value, with 
decimal Interest.

The transport Sumner sailed from Now 
York City for tho Phillpplues, having on 
board more than a thousand cavalry. In¬ 
fantry and artillery recruits, and a large 
number of civilians. 

A lady in Philadelphia has given $5000 to 
Booker T. Washington to add to the en¬ 
dowment fund of the Tuskngoe Normal 
and Industrial Institute, at Tuskngeo, Ain. 
The name of the donor has not been nn- 
uounoed. 

Tho Democratio Governor of Kentucky 
summoned troops to Frankfort to preserve 
the peace during the trial of the prisoners 
accused of being implloated In the killing 
of Goebel. 

Irish opposition to pro-Brltlsh sentiment 
has resulted In the dropping of the Eng¬ 
lish history from the list of books for sup¬ 
plementary reading in Chicago public 
schools. 


Foreign, 

Tho National Liberal Assooiatlon of Great 
Britain at lie ftnnu.al meeting protested 
against destrovlng two free and Indepen¬ 
dent nations,'the Orange Free State and 
tho South African Bepubllo. 

Colonel Baden-Powell has armed the na¬ 
tives at Mateking and sent them against 
the Boer positions. 

The affairs of Chief Clarence, of the Mos¬ 
quito Territory, the pensioner of the Brit¬ 
ish Government, who is being sued for 
debt, have assumed such an acute stage 
that he has appealed to the Government for 
assistance. 

Mrs. Steyn. the wife of the President of 
tho Orange Free State, has been in Sedt- 
land since last summer. 

The German Reichstag has asked the 
Bundesrath to amend the constitution so 
as to permit moinbars to receive a salary. 

' Nicaragua is pwparing tor war with 
Costa Rica. Salvador will side with Costa 
Rloa in the event of hostilities. 

The Jamaican Legislative Council ap- 
proprlaled $3,500,000 to oovec Government 
expenses during the current year. The 
people are greatly dissatisfied. 

Serious disturbances are reported from 
the northern part of China; a Russian fleet 
has arrived at Chemulpo, and the English 
cruiser Terrible has left Durban for Chi¬ 
nese waters. 

A British punitive expedition against 
“head hunters” in the Paoillo resulted in 
the capture of a number of cannibals. 

It is reported from Lorenzo Marques 
that Pretoria is prepared to stand a siege 
of two years. 

The Norwegian three-masted schooner 
Triton has been wrecked in Dunkirk, 
France, and ten of her crew drowned.

GENERAL JOUBERT DEAD. 


Transvaal Comniander-in-Chief Suc¬ 
cumbs to Disease at Pretoria, 


Ho Organized tho Army of tlio Soutli 
African Kopiiltlic and Indicted 
- Many Defeats on llio British. 


Pketohia, Via Lorenzo Marques (By 
Cable).—Piet Joubert, Vice-President of 
tbe Transvaal and Commandant-General 
of the Republio’s military forces, died at 
the age of sixty-eight years and sixty 
days. He succumbed to an attaok of acute 
inflammation of tho kidneys after a short 
illnoss. 

The whole country Is thrown into tho 
doopost gloom by bis death. His loss Is be¬ 
lieved to bo irretrievable. 

The body w^is takou to tho Wakkor- 
stroDin district, whore it was Interred in 
the family cemetery on a farm he owned 
there. 

London (By Cable).—In couneotlon with 
the aunouncoment of tho death of General 
Joubert it is^interestlog to note that Sir 
George White, tho British General who 
commanded the garrison which defended 
Ladysmith, in a spouoh at Cape Town de¬ 
clared that Jouhert was a soldier auil a 
gontlemau, aud a bravo and honorable op¬ 
ponent. 


CAREER OF GENERAL JOUBERT. 

niB Milllavv Genius JVI-iclo Possible tlie 
Boer Victories Over the British. 

Petrus Jacobus Joubert, better known ns 
General Plot Jouhert, was born in Cape 
Colony and was of Huguenot aud Dutoli 
descent. When he was seven years old his 
parents moved to the Orange Free State, 
where he received his training as a hunter 
aud Ills experience iu fighting the natives, 
which lilted him tor his work as comman¬ 
der of the Boor army. It is said that he 
never saw n newspaper until ho was nine¬ 
teen years old, hut ho obtained a few books 
on history and languages,which he studied 
diligently aud to great advantage. He was 
sometimes called “Slim Piet,” or Shrewd 
Peter. 

'The crowning teat of General Jonhert’s 
career was Majuha Hill, wliioh resulted in 
tho practical Indepeadenoe of the Boers, 
though the suzerainty of Groat Britain was

still maintained. Afterward, in 1384, tho 
man of force oxhihitod tho unoorapromis- 
lug honesty of his character by threatening 
to resign unlessjtlie burghers abandoned 
their plan to raid British territory. Ho 
said: 

“I positively .refuse to hold oflleo under a 
Government that deliberately breaks its 
covenents, and we have made covenants 
with England.” 

Joubert fought lu Uio native wars when 
Paul Kruger w:is Commander, and these 
two became bosom friends. Joubert several 
times came witblu a few vote.s of beating 
Com Paul for the Presidency. Ho held 
different views from Kruger. Ho bolievod 
that it the franchise wore given to tho 
Ultlanders In a reasonable time they would 
become good oitizeus, aud llialthls was tho 
way 16 solve tho problem. At tho same 
time he (lid not sactlou any sort of a re¬ 
volt, and when the Janu'son raiders were 
landed safely In Pretoria jail lie was one 
who favored shooting them. Kruger 
argued with him on tliU point and finally 
won him over. Joubert, in turn, made a 
speech to the burghers wliieh pensuaded 
them to turn the orisaaer.s over to the 
British, 

Joubert was a prudent and far-sighted 
general. Tho beginning of tho present 
war found the South African republics 
fortified witli immense stores of provisions 
and munitions. The army .was organized 
on Joubert's plan in a manner that re¬ 
quired the sending of only sovontoon dis¬ 
patches to put the whole nation under 
arms fn forty-eight hours. Ho divided the 
country into seventeen military depart¬ 
ments, and each of these into smaller 
divisions with commandants, field cornets 
and lieutenants In charge. Every farmer 
had his equipment always ready and bo- 
Oiime a trained soldier without leaving his 
homo. 

Although Joubert was not Kruger’s equal 
In diplomacy or iu political strength, his 
right to oominand tho Boer army was never 
disputed, nud ho was credited with the suc¬ 
cesses of the Boors iu the present war. Of 
late there hud boon some rumors of dissat¬ 
isfaction with his plans, hut they were 
probably duo to his retirement from tho 
floUl which, it is now plain, was due to sick¬ 
ness. He was wounded onoe In tho recent 
lighting In Natal, aud had several times 
been reported dead. 


FARMERS MOVE WESTIWARD. 

Special Trains Carry Hundreds ThrougU 
CUlcaBO to tile Dakotas. 

0»ip.Aao (Special).—Journeying from 
loutoJ forms lu Illinois nud the States east 
of here to lands in the wheat hell of the Da¬ 
kotas, 1500 Amerieaus. farmers, farmers' 
wives, and farmers’ sons and daughters 
have passed through Chicago a few days 
ago. 

'They came In on special trains from 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Ill¬ 
inois and Michigan, aud went nortliwest- 
ward over the Wisconsin Central in the 
same trains. From that road tiiey woro 
transferred to the Great Northern to St. 
Paul, aud over that many wept to the 
Devil’s Lake, Turtle Mountain and Mouse 
River distrint.s of North Dakota. 

Ftlty tourists’ sleeping cars were re¬ 
quired for their oouvoyanoe, and eighty 
carloads of household furniture accom¬ 
panied them. This is the largest “moving 
party” ever engineered by the Great North¬ 
ern Railway, and is said to he the greatest 
oonduoted by any road in the country. 


Doctor Fell and Broke His Neck, 

Dr. Paul A. Staekpole, tho oldest medi¬ 
cal praetUioner in New Hampshire, was 
found dead at Dover at tho foot of a flight 
of stairs, down wliioii he had fallen aud 
broken his neck. Dr. Staekpole occupied 
an apartment alone. He was eighty-six 
years of age, and had been practicing 
medicine since 1842.

Island is Considered Not Less Strat¬ 
egical Than Hawaii.

Navel Basonnd a Coniinp Station Planned 
Jt a Cost of Several Millions For 
Onr I'acltlc Possession. 


Wasbinqto'n, D. C. (Speolal).-Ttio naval 
authorities Imvo decided that Guam 
strategically is of scarcely less value th.au 
Hawdii, and have begun tho preparation 
of plans to make it one of the most im¬ 
portant naval bases on the Paoillo. The 
projooted improvomouts will involve an ox-

penditure of several millions for a break¬ 
water at Port San Luis d’Apra, a ooaliug 
wharf aud repair shops, and shore halterlos 
for protection against assault. 

The Department has just roeoivod com¬ 
plete surveys of the harbor ami port of tho 
island with exhaustive soundings at the 
port, and Is making on accurate cliart to 
be used in laying down tho publio works. 
The project will bo perfootod by a board 
to sit in Washington, and an advisory 
board may be oonvened at Guam to fur¬ 
nish additional information. Rear-Ad¬ 
mirals Remoy and Keinpff will also visit 
Guam and make reports hoforo eonstruo- 
tion work begins. 

It is proposed to erect on one side of the 
harbor of Port San Lnis d’Apra a ooalshod 
aud wharf of twenty thousand tons capa¬ 
city, with aulomatic loading mnohlnery, 
duplicating the plant now being completed 
at Dry Tortugas. Tlie Immediate necessity 
for this Is shown by tho fact tliat all naval 
vessels bound across tho Paoillo are com¬ 
pelled to call for coal at Guam, none of 
tlipm being able to make Jlanila or Hong 
Kong after foaving Honolulu with full 
hunkers, except through tho exorcise of 
extreme economy and the malutooaueo of 
their lowest speo I. 

Tho army transport service has found 
that a whole day can ho saved on tlie voy¬ 
age to Manila by running faster iiml re- 
eoaling at Guam, and those ships will stop 
there regularly as soon as rapid coaling 
faeilltios are provided by tlie Navy. 

General Joseph Wheeler, who visited 
Guam on his way homo from tho Philip¬ 
pines, reported strongly lu favor of 
making tho most of the outpost pos¬ 
session. It occupios tho same position 
relative to the Clilna coast that Ber¬ 
muda does to tho Allanllo seaboard of the 
United States. It is 1508 miles from Ma¬ 
nila, 1823 miles Iroai Hong Hong, 1700 
miles from Shanghai and 1312 miles from 
Yokohama. It is much nearer Northern 
China and Japan than is Manila, with the 
advantage of being In the clireet route 
from the East to Honolulu aud San Fran¬ 
cisco.

Mr. Hlllis’s public ropudiatiou of the loro- 
ordiuatlon clause of tho Presbyterian creed. 
That he would not lack oarnest prosecu¬ 
tors, in the event of a trial, Is shown by the 
utterances of prominent Presbyterian di¬ 
vines. 


BONDS FOR COUNTRY BANKS. 

The Heavy Demand For Them May Con* 
tinne For Several Weeks. 

New Yoke City (Special).—Heavy de¬ 
mands for Government bonds reported 
from Interior points Indioato that country 
banks have not yet supplied themselves 
with all tho convertible Issues desired ns a 
basis for additional olrouiation. Tho Vice- 
President of a bank having hundreds of 
out-of-town correspondents predicted that 
interior institutions would be heard from 
with bond orders for t\^o months to come.

Isoiifi: Tenure of Office* 

From the Washington Star: It Is 
doubtful whether any institution in 
the world has such a record for long 
tenure of office on the part of those 
directing it as has the Greenwich ob¬ 
servatory. That Institution was es¬ 
tablished in 1675, and in the 224 years 
of its existence it has had Just eight 
directors, whose average terms of office 
have been twenty-eight years. The 
Harvard observatory has been estab¬ 
lished sixty years, and has had but 
four directors. The naval observatory 
In the district, however,- has in the 
thirty-three years of its existence had 
ten directors, owing to the custom of 
detailing naval officers in that duty 
for a term of three years each. This 
constant change of directors, it has 
been claimed, is responsible to a large 
extent for the lack of continuity in the 
work of the naval observatory and its 
consequent failure to meet the require¬ 
ments of a great national observatory, 
although more money is spent for its 
xaaintonance than for any other like 
1 .,:.titution in the world.

If Mexico’.? exports of India rubber 
are increasing ,at the same ratio with 
other nations, tliat they are with the 
United States, t'lien that industry of 
our si.ster republic must soon become 
paramount. Just now the Increase 
with this country is 100 per cent, per 
month. 

Russia is ferreting out corruption in 
the military and naval administration. 
Recently a half dozen Cos.sack offloers, 
including a Major-General, were sent 
to Siberia for peculation, and now 
fortj’-three officers and officials of the 
Navy have been brought to trial at 
Sebastopol, for frauds in the coal, oil 
aud beef contracts for the Black Sea 
fleet. 

The British Association for tlie Ad¬ 
vancement of Science has just publish¬ 
ed a report, based on examinations of 
some tan million children in various 
countries of Europe, concerning the 
growth of European children. From 
this it appears that there is an aver.age 
difference of five inches between tlic 
best aud worst nurtured classes. There 
is a co.nst.aiit but uneven growtli in 
height, weight and chest measurement, 
increasing annually up to seventeen 
and then diminishing rapidly. 

The alarming mcrensc of juvenile 
criminals in Germany is puzzling the 
legislators. In 1885 the juvenile of¬ 
fenders numbered 30,704, the total ris¬ 
ing to 45,504 in 1894, and to 47,975 in 
I.SiiS. 'The increase of all criminals in 
1898 over the preceding year was 3 per 
cent., an increase disproportionate to 
the growth of population. The juven¬ 
ile criminals, however. Increased 
alarmingly, tlio number in 1898 being 
6 per cent, over that of 1897.

Dancing is part of the musical gym- ' 
nasties eniployf^d in some Chicago 
schools, to relieve the tension and to 
teacli grace of motion and politeness. 
“Rhythmic movement” the teachers 
call it, but the spectator can distin¬ 
guish the Virginia reel, quadrilles, 
minuets, and other dances. In Syra¬ 
cuse alf» the school children dance, 
those in the eighth-year grades of the 
grammar schools being taught the fol- 
low-step and the two-step as a part of 
the physical culture exercises. 


Two years ago a so-called universal 
accident insurance or compensation act 
was passed in England which provided 
that workmen in certain industries (a 
considerable number, in fact) should 
be compensated for any accident, no 
matter how caused, or through whosre 
negligence, so long as it grew out of 
the employment, No amount of care 
on the part of the employer, no degree 
of niegligence aud stupidity on the part 
of tho workman, was to relieve the 
former from paying compensation for 
disability, sickness, or death due to ac¬ 
cident. It is now proposed to extend 
the principle to indiisiries and trades 
not covered by the original statute. 


The figures of the decline of Ameri- 
catt shipping are both pathetic and 
exasperating. Forty years ago, in the 
year before the beginning of the Civil 
War which enabled our cliicf rival. 
Great Britain, to supplaut us on the 
seas, the proportion of American tr,ade 
carried iu American sliips was 66 per 
cent., or two-thirds of the whq|^ and 
we were competing under favorable 
conditions with English ships j/or the 
foreign commerce of other nations. 
Thirty years ago, our share of the bus¬ 
iness of carrying our own commerce 
was 33.1 per cent.; it liad dropped from 
two-thirds to one-third. The next ten 
years brought it down from one-third 
to less than one-quarter; namely from 
33.1 per cent, to 23 per cent, iu 1870. 
In 1889 it had diminished to 14.3 per 
cent. In 1899 it had dwindled to 8.9 
per cent. Of the stupendous total last 
year of $1,800,876,037 of our exports 
and Imports, more than nine-tenths, or 
$1,640,232,007 was borne across the 
seas in foreign vessels. Less than 
one tentli, only $160,644,006, travelled 
under thq American flag. Such is the 
stoi-y of tlie nation’s great loss. 

“Syndicate farming” is the latest 
suggestion for trust organization. The 
suggestion comes from England, and, 
from what recently appeared in the 
London Telegraph, is a fate soon to be 
met with over there. The writer as¬ 
serts boldly that under modern condi¬ 
tions, with farms no longer fertile 
without the addition of nitrogenous 
materials, with macliiuery taking the 
places of laborers, and that at heavy 
expense and with such heavy imports 
of cereals, the United Kingdom must 
either go out of the busines-s of farm¬ 
ing or turn the agricultural lands over 
to combined capital. Farming on a 
large scale has been essayed in this 
country In a number of States. Farms 
hav'e come into the hands of big cor¬ 
porations by means of foreclosures of 
loans until the corporate owner has 
found itself a landowner of huge di¬ 
mensions, but without .skill iu agricul¬ 
ture. Machinery is used to a wider ex¬ 
tent in America than anywhere else on 
the globe. Fertilizing materials in the 
older States have become necessary to 
produce reasonable crops of wheat, 
corn, and oats. AVill syndicate farm¬ 
ing ever become a feature oj American 
life? 


The nucleus of a large development 
in rlue culture is being laid in this 
country. It appears that the United 
States would have no difficulty in pro¬ 
ducing all the rice which it consuiiiies. 
Last j’car over 180,000,000 pounds of 
domestic rice were marketed, aud in 
addition 204,000,000 pounds were Im¬ 
ported. This total represcnita a per 
capita consumption of about five 
pounds. Although in comparison with 
the consumption in Asiastic countries, 
where rice is a staple of life, tiiis rate 
is very low, it gives great promise. The 
most success'ful cultivation of vice is 
seen In Louisiana, although reveral 
other of the Southern States are now 
contributing large quantities o-f this 
grain. It is estimated that there are 
about 10,006,000 acres of land in tlic 
fiwe gulf States on which rice could be 
profitably grown. Irrigation is neces¬ 
sary in all these States which can be 
made available. Professor Knapi) 
says that rice is the only grain in the 
dry state that can be prepared for con¬ 
sumption by the simple process of boil¬ 
ing. For this reason it is well adapted 
to be the food for the poor, besides pos¬ 
sessing many other recommendations 
as a food for all classes. 


The Big “1” 1 English Writing. 

Did it ever occur to .vou that it might 
seem very egotistical for you to write 
of yourself with a capital “I” instead 
of using the smalt and less obtrusive 
one? The English use of the capital 
"I” is one of the oddest features of 
the language—to a foreigner. If a 
Frenchman writes referring to himself 
he makes “jo” (tlie Frencli equivalent 
of “I”) with a small “j.” So witli the 
German, 'ivho may use capitals to be¬ 
gin every noun; he always uses the 
small “i” in ivriting “ich.” Tlie Span¬ 
iard avoids, as far as practicable, the 
use of the personal pronoun when writ¬ 
ing in tlie first person, but he always 
writes it “yo.” taking pains, however, 
to begin the Spanish equivalent of our 
"you” with a capital. In English it is 
surely big •‘^I” and little “you,” as the 
old saying has it. 


Diet Colors Bird’s Feathers. 

Birds can be colored, according to 
Saiiermaiin, an Austrian, by suppU’- 
ing them with food dyed with aniline. 
He obtained pigeons of a beautiful red 
■with methj-ltrabromofluoreselne, and 
others of a fine bine with methyl vio¬ 
let. whicli is a mixture of the hydro¬ 
chlorides of pentamethylpararosaniline 
and hexanjethylpararosaniline. Canan 
ies can be clad in rMnbpw colors. 


;INDIA’S MOST PECULIAR PEOPLE, 

The Bicycle Has Nearly Emancipated the 
ParsI Women. 

The most peculiar jieople of India 
are the Parsis (or “Parsees,” moaning 
“Persians”), w'ho feed their dead to 
the vultures upon the Towers of Sil¬ 
ence. They fled to India from Persia 
'svheii that land fell into the hands of 
the Aral)s twelve centuries, ago. Their 
men are the first very singular persons 
the traveller sees on board the ship 
which takes him to India, their singu¬ 
larity' consisting in their long sallow 
faces and large eyes, their shiny’, pat¬ 
ent-leather, looking, tubular hats and 
their long and ugly coats. Thoj’ are 
most numerous in Bombay, but one 
meets them in other cities on “Bombay- 
side,” and in Madras and Calcutta on 
the other shore. They' are the richest 
native.s of India, and have made and 
still make their money' in trade. 

They are the only Indians who, as a 
body', admire and cultivate western 
progressive ideas, who treat tlieir wo¬ 
men fairly well (according to our 
ideas), and who permit their widows 
to marry again. Their first rule of 
life is to practice benevolence, and no 
people do tliis more liberally'. They 
are tho only' people in the world who 
do not smoke, and this is because they 
will not trifle with fire, wliich is sac¬ 
red in their belief. They never spit 
and they will not in any way contami¬ 
nate tlie earth or water or defile the 
trees and flowers. That is why they 
destroy their dead without burning tho 
bodies. 

They have no beggars among them; 
they are monogamists; they are not 
caste-ridden (or rotted), like the Hin¬ 
doos, for they' acknowledge but two 
classes—tlie priests and the people. 
They keep New Year day, not only as 
a religious fete day, but, much as we 
do, as a. day for general visiting. 
Their women are not imprisoned with 
their servants or otherwse degraded, 
'but may be met anywhere and every¬ 
where to the same extent as English 
women in India. So often are these 
women comely, and so beautifully are 
they clad—in such soft and exquisite¬ 
ly colored silks—that, as one writers 
says, “they appear as houris floating 
about the earth iu silk balloons, with 
n balasting of anklets, necklaces, ear¬ 
rings and Jewelry.” It is no more than 
fair of the Parsi men to let this be as 
It is, for liiey are the ugliest then that 
crawl ubon this globe. 

An Fiiglish lady advisqd me to go 
and sec the rich Parsi young women 
riding bicycles on the road beside the 
feea at 4 o’clock of any afternoon. What 
an idea! The bicycle has so revolution¬ 
ized young womanhood in England 
that men wlio rctnijn there after a' 
short absence cannot credit their 
senses as they' note the change in the 
maidens and their home government. 
What will it do—or not do—in India? 
Truly tliat modest-looking toy ha? 
worked as much of the clmiige in this 
swift-booted century as many of ou» 
most important inventions. It has 
proved a steed which leaps the high¬ 
est baijs of prejudice, i‘uhs away With 
the deepest-rooted conventions—even 
Outpaces the ifians of women for their 
own emancipation. I try to fancy 
what it may do In India, bnt, after all. 
It has only it few thousands of Parsis 
Upon whofil to work.—Harper’s Maga¬ 
zine.

Into a strange Avorld like the children 
of the Children's Crusade, Avlth au un¬ 
faltering faith that I shonUI be led and 
cared for by Providence as 1 had been 
by tuy VAnrenls. I had no anp-rcliension, 
from the moment tliat one of the ship¬ 
owners who was in Imsine.ss relations 
with my elder brother offered me a free 
passage on one of liis sailing ships to 
Liverpool, that I should not find a 
similar bridge hack again; and AVitli 
my thirty dollars clianged into six sov¬ 
ereigns, aud a little valise with only 
a change of clothes, I went on hoard 
the Garrick, a packet of the Black Bail 
line, sailing iu the last days of Decem¬ 
ber. 


Anotber Spanish Excuze. 

A belated war story comes from 
Ponce, Puerto Rico, and is told by 
Lieutenant Juan Arato, of the Kpanfsh 
Engineers.

RINGS ON YELLOW PINES. 


Two Circles of New Fibre Blending Info One 
Mark Each Year. 

“It Is A-ery curious to note the suc¬ 
cessive groAvth circles of our yellow 
plne.s,” said a veteran lumberman from 
the Pearl River district. “Until my at¬ 
tention was especially directed to the 
subject by a forestry expert a feAV 
years ago I had no idea that the mark¬ 
ings Avere so beautifully clear and dis¬ 
tinct. 'The tree acquires tAVO rings 
of ncAv fibre every year, one in the 
■spring and one in the fall, but they 
bleud together and form a single, well 
defined circle. During the first ten 
years these successive accumulations 
are of about equal thickness, and for 
the next two decades the diminution is 
very slight, bnt after tliat the rings 
become thinner and thinner, and when 
the tree gets into the eiglities aud 
nineties the growth is very slight in¬ 
deed, in fact, a mere film. Neverthe¬ 
less the ring is ahvays formed as long 
as the tree lives, and can bo clearly 
discernecl Avith a glass after it ceases 
to be visible to the naked eye. Dur¬ 
ing the A'isit of the expert to Avhom I 
referred aa'c cut a good deal of timber 
on my place, ranging bctAveeii sixteen 
and eighteen inelios in diameter. ’That 
tree is I‘23 years old,’ he Avoiildl say; 
•that one is 100; that is about 140.’ aud 
so on. AftcrAvard we measur(!d the 
groAvth rings Avitli the instruments he 
carried and in every instance he had 
hit the age Avithin a fCAv years, it 
seemed wonderful, but was simply the 
result of experience combined Avith an 
accurate eye. There are some A-ery 
ancient pine trees in the Pearl River 
district, and many of them figure in 
the traditions and folk lore of the soi- 
tlers in their neighborhood. There are 
a couple such patriarchs on a tract 
near my mill, aud when tlie standing 
timber of tlie place was recently sold 
I am glad to say they were especially 
excepted in the terms of the contract. 
It Avould have seemed like murder to 
some of tlie country fo\ks if tliey had 
been cut doAvu.” — N oav Orleans Times- 
Dcmocrat.

The city government 
iioAV owns street car lines, gas, elec¬ 
tric light and Avater AA-orks, ice factor¬ 
ies, slaughter houses, cemeteries, clieap 
lodging houses, technical schools, art 
galleries and Avorkshops for tho man¬ 
ufacture and repair of its vehicles, 
tools and inqilements. It has re¬ 
claimed a large SAA-anip by depositing 
its street cleanings and the solid mat¬ 
ter found in its suAvage, and Is uoav re¬ 
claiming another, by Avhich it is ex¬ 
pected to add several millions of dol¬ 
lars to the Avealth of the corporation. 
Thip most novel branch of tlie cily 
govoruuu’ut is .‘i corps of liousccleaii- 
er.s, who can be employed by I lie occu¬ 
pants of stores, flats, office rooms and 
residences to overhaul and clean their 
establishments as often as desired. A 
Manchester Avoman Avho desires her 
lionso cleaned can teleplione to police 
headquarters, aud a gang of scrubbers, 
sAveepers, Avindow-washers, etc., A\’ill 
be sent at once to take up tlie carpets 
and relay tliem and do her spring house 
cleaning iu short order and first-class 
style while she goes to London or vis¬ 
its friends in the country.

New Ksfiiiiate of Geoloclo Time* 

An ingenious theory for the estima¬ 
tion of the time of the various geolog¬ 
ical periods has teen produced by an 
engineer Avhose work on Avesteru rail¬ 
roads takes him into primitive coun¬ 
try. He says that in cue groat de¬ 
pression in Wyoming the trees have 
been recording the rate of erosion of 
the slopes for about 8.00 years so ac¬ 
curately that tho data to be obtained 
by a careful study of them will bo n 
factor of extreme importance In en¬ 
abling scientists to convert geological 
time into years. While he has not yet 
had time to collect these data properly, 
he makes the rough deduction that, 
according to their records, the Pliocene 
and Pleistocene periods Avould l epre- 
seut about one and one half millions 
of years, and that, on this basis, the 
Cenizoio time would be about four 
millions of years. This Avould mean 
that all geological time from tho be¬ 
ginning of the Cambrian epoch avouUI 
be sixty-four millions of years. 

Various devices have been used in 
Euvoiie for the ventilation of tunnels,

the trip through the tunnel, and in 
other cases artificial ventilation has 
been used.

A more peculiar acciilent than any 
of these liappeueiLto a small goldfinch, 
AvUic-h Avas found dead at the base of 
a large oak tree Avith an acorn attached 
to its bill. The bird had evidently 
driven its 1)111 straight Ihrougli tlie 
acorn, and then, unable to extricate it, 
the little creature had died of starva¬ 
tion. .Stories are told by naturalists 
of finding birds Avith tbeir liills firmly 
iniliedded in the trunks and limbs of 
old trees. Eitbcr in their eagerness to 
capture some A\orm under the bark 
they have forced their bills iu so far 
that they could not AvithdraAV them, or 
on some dark night they huA-e flOAA-n 
against the tree Avith violence. In¬ 
stances are on record of sea birds fly¬ 
ing against AA'ooden lighthouses on 
dark nights AA’ith such force as to drive 
their bills far into the AvoodAA-ork. The 
poAver of tho bills of some species of 
birds to resist a heavy bloAV is so groat 
that they Avill penetrate hard oak for 
half an inen liefore breaking. Such a. 
concussion, hoAveVer, AA'ouId kill the 
bird, Avhetiier it injured the bill or not. 
Sometimes the bill is driven str.aight 
through the skull of the bird, aud pro¬ 
trudes fi’om the back of the bead.—

Eight lOinpIoycs oi Vower House Were 
Hrinviietl—Hu ntlrcas of Houses 
Swept Be fore Hie Terri bio 
AViiil of Water. 


A Saturday’s speciaE from Austin, 
Tex., says: 

This city is tonigiit in pitch dark¬ 
ness, with a raging river one mite 
wide and swollen far beyond its nat¬ 
ural banks, roaring and surging 
through all the lower portion of the 
town, having spread death and de¬ 
struction in its wake. 

In addition to the vast loss to 
property interests, it is calculated 
that between thirty and forty lives 
have been lost and tlio reports com¬ 
ing in from the tributary country do 
not tend to improve matters. The 
flood ,,ls not unlike the disastrous 
Johnstown flood some years ago, in 
that a raging river, already swollen 
far beyond its capacity, bore too 
heavily upon an immense dam span¬ 
ning the river here, breaking the 
same and letting loose a reservoir of 
water thirty miles long, half a mile 
Wide and sixty feet deep, to aid in 
carrying destruction down the val¬ 
leys of the Colorado river. The great 
dam in the Colorado river gave way 
today to the enormous pressure of 
water and debris, and*Vitha roar and 
crash, swept the valleys below the 
city, wrecking" the immense light 
and power plant and drowaiXig eight 
workmen. 

Following is a list of the unknown 
dead including those killed in the 
power house ; Frank Pincet, Frank 
Kinney, Walter Flower, Walter 
Johnston, Alfred Jonson, Frank 
Fitzgerald, Walter Hlossman, .Joseph 
Newman, Dick JJorris, colored, John 
Proes, Charles Burchard, six negroes. 

On last Wednesday night it began 
raining very hard at this place, the 
storm extending north of here along 
the water-sheds of the Colorado river. 
The precipitation continued until this 
morning, and as a finale the downfall 
averaged six inches witliin an hour. 
All this, vast quantity of water along 
the water-sheds of the Colorado river 
rapidly swelled the current until at 8 
o’clock this morning the river, which 
had been rising steadily since last 
evening, was a raging torrent, having 
risen forty feet within ten hours. 

After daylight this morning it be¬ 
came evident that the situation was 
serious. This morning the river be¬ 
gan rising so rapidly that it was evi¬ 
dent that the dam and all the power 
houses and contents, costing Siil.rrOO,- 


000, was in imminent danger. 'To 
add to the terror of the situation 
small frame houses, trees and debris 
of every description, in varying quan 
tities, began drifting down the river 
and piling up against the upper face 
of the dam. 'This weight was aug 
men ted every moment, until, by 10 
o’clock, there was a mass of debris 
lodged against the dam which threat¬ 
ened the safety of the structure. In 
addition, millions of gallons of water 
were whirling and plunging to the 
sixty-foot fall, and it was evident 
that no wall could withstand the im¬ 
mense pressure. 

The crisis came shortly after il 
o’clock this morning, when suddenly, 
with a report like the roar of the 
ocean, a great wedge, 25 feet high, 
500 feed wide and about 8 feet 
thick, rolled out of the center section 
of the dam, down the face of the 60- 
foot depth into the river below. This 
left a yawning gap in the very mid¬ 
dle of the dam, through which the 
debris and water fiercely poured, 
while the flood, already raging, was 
threatening everything in its path, 
this sudden breaking of the dam but 
serving to add to the horror of the 
catastrophe. 

'The released water poured into the 
power house, catching eight em¬ 
ployes at work there, drown¬ 
ing all of them instantly. 

A crowd of poor white people, num¬ 
bering about thirty, living just be¬ 
low the dam in tents, were seen at 
their habitations just before the dam 
broke and.have not been accounted 
for since, and it is generally con¬ 
ceded that all of them wore swept 
away. One man was caught on the 
bridge and he and his horse and 
buggy went down with the torrent 
and were heard of no more. A fami¬ 
ly of six negroes living in tho- valley 
south of the city are known to have 
been drowned. 

It is estimated that more than 100 
houses have been destroyed and the 
loss to property will be great, inde¬ 
pendent of tho light and power plant, 
costing one and a half million dollars.

LOSS OF LIFJO ANU UROFEUTY. 


I Disastrous lleports l^roin Flooded Dis- 
•trJeta of Texas. 

Reports of loss of life and damage 
caused by incessant rains during the 
past three days in Texas continue to 
pour in from ali directions and indi¬ 
cations point to a repetition of the 
disastrous floods of last year. The 
loss of life to a great extent has 
already surpassed that of previous 
years. Both telephone and telegraph 
service all over the state is complete¬ 
ly prostrated and details from the 
flooded districts are very meager. All 
streams, including tho Brazos and 
Colorado rivers, are -overflowing the 
lowlands and rising very rapidly. The 
crops of cotton and corn are nearly 
completely submerged and will have 
to be replanted.. 


TniHctments Beluriied. 

The Jefferson* county grand jury, 
which has been in session during the 
last week, returned a large batch of 
Indictments, among them being the 
following: John Manning, alias John 
Hendricks, murder in the first degree, 
two cases; also Frank Duncan, alias 
Frank Edwards, murder in tho first 
degree, two cases. The indictments 
against these two men are joint, and 
each is charged with killing James 
W. Adams and George W. Kirkley, 
members of the Birmingham police 
force. The accused were safe-robbers 
so it is alleged, and were under ar¬ 
rest by tho two policemen at the 
time of the killing. An indictment 
for murder in the first degree was 
also returned against George B. Wil- 
mot, who, ten days ago, killed Charles 
C. Braxton, his friend, because of 
Braxton’s alleged intimacy with Mrs 
Wilinot. 


IN FAVOR OF DEMOCRATS. 

Kentucky C ourt of Appeals I>cclare« Deg- 
islature’s Action Final. 

Tho court of appeals at Frankfort 
Friday rendered a decision in tlie 
consolidated case involving the gov 
ernorship of Kentucky, sustaining 
the decision of Circuit Judge Field, 
and declaring that the action of the 
legislature declaring William Goelel 
to bo governor and J. C. W. Beckham 
lieutenant governor was final. It is 
held that tho courts have no power 
to review this action of tho legisla¬ 
ture; that the governor exceeded his 
authority in adjourning the legisla¬ 
ture to meet in London, Ky., and 
that the journals of tlie two houses 
of the general assembly, being regu¬ 
lar, cannot be impeached. The di¬ 
vision of the court was six to one in 
favor of tlio democrats, four demo' 
crats and two republicans concurring 
in the majority opinion. 

After a consultation in the after¬ 
noon between ex-Governor Bradley 
and other republican leaders, tho an¬ 
nouncement was made that applica- 
cation would be made at once to tho 
United States supreme court on a 
writ of error.

Chief Justice Hazelrigg, of the 
court of appeals, Saturday afternoon 
granted a writ of error from the de¬ 
cision of the court of appeals to the 
supreme court of tho United States 
in the coqtest over the offices of gov¬ 
ernor and lieutenant-governor of 
of Kentuck 3 ^ Judge Hazelrigg, with 
a party of friends, had gone fishinfl 
on the Elkhorn when Governor 'Tay 
lor’s attorneys arrived, and the chief 
justice entered an order granting the 
writ while standing on the banks of 
the famous fishing stream.

Five Murderers Executed in Ponce 1‘orto 
llico—Horrible Spectacle. 

The five men, Simeon Rodriquez, 
Carlos Pecheco, Hermogenes Pache¬ 
co, Eugenio Rodriquez and Rosalio 
Santiago, convicted of the murder in 
October, 1898, of Prudencio Mendoza, 
at Yuacoa, Porto Rico, after crimi¬ 
nally assaulting the wife and daugh¬ 
ters of the victim, who were com¬ 
pelled to dance around the victim, 
were executed by the garrotc in Ponce 
last week, at a spot about a mile from 
the jail.

'Thousands of spectators eagerly awaited 
the coming of tho Queen. Shortly before 
lier arrival tho Pursuivant-at-Arms, wear¬ 
ing a gorgeous cape of Royal Heraldry, 
galloped up to the Lord Mayor and asked 
permission for the entrance of tho Queen. 
Gravely, and lu quaintly worded terms of 
courtesy, the Lord Mayor granted the re¬ 
quest. Back galloped the Pursuivant-at- 
Arms, tho gate banging behind him. 

Although tho aged beefeaters, tigged out 
for tho occasion with costumes from the 
Gaiety Theatre, could soaroely totter 
around, tho whole scone was a counterpart 
of a sixteenth century play. 

Thou from tho ramparts of tho gate came 
a fanfare of trumpets. The Queen was in 
sight. Out upon a scarlet cloth, laid 
Ralolgh-ilko upon tho muddy road, stepped 
tho Lord Mayor and the Corporation, their 
robes glowlug in tho bright sunshine and 
Hiolr wands and maoes flashing brilliantly. 

The gate orenkod open. 'The Earl of 
Denbigh rode through, and then-eame the 
Life Guards. Behind them wore carriages 
eoutalniiig tho Horae Secretary, Sir Mat¬ 
thew Whtto-Rldley, the Duchess of Gou- 
iiaught and her daughters, aooompanloa 
by members of tho court and attended by 
mouutod quorrios, and then more Life 
Guards. 

Finally, amid almost perfect silence, 
save for tbo echo of cheers and cries of 
“God save tho Queen?” from outside the 
city limits, oaino the Queen horaelf. The 
moment Her illnjesty jmssod the gate en¬ 
thusiasm broke loose; bands played, men 
cheered, shouted aud sang, allibai-eheadeil, 
and tho women waved their Imndkerobiofs 
and struggled to get a better view, many 
of them even weeping. 

In the five minutes when the Queen was 
receiving aud answcrlni the address of 
welcome there was scarcely a lull in the 
fra-utio cheering from tlio crowds. Fre¬ 
quently Her Majesty nodded. In fact, she 
scarcely coasod nodding during the entire 
nine-mile drive. After tho Lady Mayoress 
had presented a banquet to tho Queen the 
proog3.slon moved on. 

In‘the evening the Queen, tlirough Sir 
Arthur Bigge, her private secretary, sent 
to tho Lord Mayor a message saying that 
she was not over-fatigued by the morn¬ 
ing’s drive and had been deeply touched 
and gratiflod by the weioome she had re¬ 
ceived. The message olosert as follows: 

“Her Majesty looks forward with much 
pleasure to her stay in Ireland.” 


SHOT AT PRINCE OP WALES. 


Belgian YontU PIred Twice at Uliu in 
Brussels Station. 

Brussels, Belgium (By Cable).—Just ns 
the Prluce of Wales’s train, bearing him to 
Copenhagen for the purpose of attending 
tho oolebratlon of King Christian’s birth¬ 
day, was putting out of the Northern Sta¬ 
tion a sixteen-year-old tinsmith named 
Slpido sprang upon the footboard of the 
carriage and flrod two shots through the 
window at the Frluoo. Neither shot took 
effect. 

Slpido was immediately arrested. His 
pockets wore found to be full of Anaroh- 
Istlo literature. Slpido said ho wanted to 
kill the Prince of Wales “because he caused 
thousands of men to be slaughtered in 
South Atrloa.” 

The Prince of Wales appeared quite un¬ 
affected by the laoidout. He asked whether

Oonveutloii Hall Iiad been classed as one 
of the largest and most porfeotly coustruot- 
ed auditoriums in tho world. Tho building 
was erected in 1898 at a cost of $235 000 
which was raiso.l entirely by public sub- 
sorlptlon. It ocouplod a plooe of ground 
314 by 200 foot in 'extent, was two stories 
high, and built of native stone, ■eroain 
brick and terra cotta. 'The first story was 
of tlio Reiuiissauoo stylo of archltootiire 
and thoseooud story in peristyle form,with 
groups and columns. 

The building was of bridge construction 
without a column, tho room being sup- 
ported by groat steel girders. Its general 
seating nrrangomeut was modeled some¬ 
what upon tho plan of the Metropolitan 
Opera House, Now York. Tho floor space 
was divided into arena, arena balcony, 
balcony, and root garden, boxes skirting’ 
tlie arena aud tlie arena balcony. 

The total seating capacity of tho build¬ 
ing was nearly 20,000, and, with standing 
room, tho bnilding was capable of holding 
more than 22,000 people. The arena alone 
seated 4000. Tho building luid no stair¬ 
ways, the upper seating being roaohod by 
moans of inclined pianos. Separate exits 
were used tor tho haleonles and roof gar¬ 
den, and it is estimated that the hall could 
be emptied at the rate of 5003 people a 
minute.

Department of JusMco Holds That tlia 

^ Constitution Does Not Apply. 

Washington, D. C. (Special).—The posl- 
tiou of the Department of Justice on the 
question whether tho Constitution of tho 
United States extends ovor Porto llloo and 
tho other insular pos3e.sJlons of the Unltedi 
States was diselosecl by n brief in a test 
ease fllod in tho Supreme Oourt by Sollol- 
tor-Geueral Elohards, who contends Hint 
the Constitution does not apply to the Isl- 
and without notion by Congress. 

'Tbo ease is tliat of Ramon Ruez, who 
was sentenced by the Military Court at 
Humaooa to two months’ imprisonment 
for illegal voting. His counsel applied to 
tho Supreme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus and for a review of the ease by the 
Supreme Court. 

Ill his brief tho Solicitor-General says 
while PoTto Rico has been ceded to tho 
United States, yet Congress has yet taken 
no action toward organizing tho territory 
or applying to it the Constitution and laws 
of the United States.

Notorious, ineradi¬ 
cable unfitness hsis been, in too 
many cases, tlie chief commenda¬ 
tion of candidates for this import¬ 
ant portion of tlie nation’s business. 
If w'e need experts in the arts of 
war we need them quite as much in 
the arts peace. No government 
can afford to dispense, in the case 
of its servants, with the educational 
requirements demanded by all oth¬ 
er employers. The proposed meas¬ 
ure will, if passed into law, take 
some “plums” from Congressmen, 
hut tlie sober, sound common sense 
of self-respecting AmdUcan citi¬ 
zenship will, recognizing it as a 
genuine measure of progress and of 
national development, welcome its 
incorporation into the Statute 
Book of the Republic.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune, Friday Apil 6.

Keep Hens Out of Horse Stables- 
At Ibis season of the year most far¬ 
mers who keep hens find It almost 
imirossible to keep them out of the 
feeding boxes of horses. They are at- 
(raetod thither by the grain and meal 
whieh they fiiul, and as the hens’ feet 
art' juetly nearly always dirty, they 
foul the feeding box so that no self- 
respeeting horse, however hungry, 
would eat after them. Besides, hens 
often bring vermin with lliem, w'hieh 
greatly annoy the horse. Every horse 
stable ought to be made hen and 
chieken proof, even though this does 
spoil the poetic fancy about the cock 
and hens .scratching away for grain 
at the dunghill.

Have a Honey Room. 

^ The person who keeps many col¬ 
onies of bees needs a honey house or 
a honey room in his house, as much 
ns the dairyman needs a milk room. 
It should be unlike the dairy room in 
lieing in a warm corner, expo.sed to 
the rays of Hie sun, and perhaps even 
painted red to attract Hiein. Here tlie 
honey is to he stored to riiieu before 
it is sold, and it does this be.st in a 
warm place. It sliould bo large enough 
to store surplus hives, supers, frames 
and sections, empty comb and founda¬ 
tion. and to do the extracting in if 
any is to be done. Here should be the 
bench in a liglit place to work upon, 
iind ail tho tools should be kept here, 
and it should be so built and arranged 
with screen doors and windows Unit 
no hoes can get in to disturb those who 
are handling the honey. The size can 
be more clieaply built in two stories 
than one, as one roof will cover two 
rooms, and I lie upper room will be 
the storage room, while the lower 
would-, bo the most convenient work 
room. , 


An Analysis of Paris Green. 

Under the provisions of a section of 
the Agricultural I.aw, the New York 
State Agricultural Experiment Sta¬ 
tion (Gonev.'U has collected and anal¬ 
yzed many samples of I’aris decu, as 
found in the markets of the Slate. 
The results of those analy.ses are giv¬ 
en In detail, with oonsulorable discus¬ 
sion, in Bulletin Kin of the Station. 
Contrary to the general Impression, 
most of the samples were of very good 
(inality, none failing to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the law. 

The only adulteration of consider¬ 
ably extent was the addition of white 
arsenie, but as this contains more ar- 
senions oxide than Paris green itself 
its use does not violate tho provisions 
of tile law as it now stands. The sam¬ 
ples of Paris green contained from 
.br,.:!-! per cent, to tlO.lti per cent, of 
arsenions oxide, tlio law requiring 50 
per cent. only. 

V.arions proiirietary insecticides were 
also examined and partially analyzed. 
None of them contained as much ar- 
seuious oxide as Paris green. 


Killing Stomach Worms in Sheep, 

iliis treatment, as followivl success¬ 
fully at the Ohio Experiment Station, 
consisted in giving gasoline in flax¬ 
seed tea ill the form of a drench. 
About one gallon of flaxseed was 
placed in a cheesecIoHi sack and se¬ 
curely tied, t.lien put into a kettle con¬ 
taining at least two gallons of .soft 
water, placed over the fire and allow¬ 
ed to steep for a couple of hours. The 
sack was then removed and allowed to 
drain out into tlie keltic, while tho lea 
was cooling. When the temperature 
was reduced to about that of freshly 
drawn milk, four ounces of the tea was 
measured out Into a nurse bottle. To 
this wa.s adiled tor eaeli sheep weigh¬ 
ing from (JO to 80 lbs. one ordinary 
talilespoon of common gasoline. Plac¬ 
ing the thumb over tho month of the 
bottle, it w.as shaken vlgorou.sly for 
at least half a inimife, after whicli it 
was poured quickly into a small sized 
dieneh bottle and at once given to 
the sheep. 

In giving this drench care must be' 
oxerci.ved not to strangle the animal. 
It should ho set on its rninp and lield 
between the kneo.s, using care not to 
throw the top of tho head farther back 
than the line of the back of the sheep. 
It Is not necessary to make the tea 
fresh for each treatment. It may be 
made in quantity, but should be warm¬ 
ed before adding the gasoline, ns it 
will emulsify more readily and will 
possibly bo a liltle more palatable, as 
tho warming makes it less ndlies’lve. 
Before giving the treatment, house the 
sheep in tho evening and allow them 
to remain witliout anytliing to eat un¬ 
til 10 0 clock of the day following. 
Tlien give this dose and allow tho 
lamtis to remain without food or wat¬ 
er three hours longer; then let them 
eat until evening. Kepeat the same 
housing, fasting, dosing and feeding 
for two more days—or three days in 
all. After a week has elapsed, repeat 
the three days’ treatment and again 
ten days later repeat It tho third time. 
—American Agriculturalist. 

Humus in Soils. 

It i.s a fact that so little attention 
has l)eea paid to the kinds of .soil con¬ 
stituents essential to make a well fer¬ 
tilized soil that farmers do not know 
what is meant by humus. It is any 
animal or vegetable matter which is 
In its Intermediate stage of decompo¬ 
sition. In soils where the grass lias 
not been removed for eenluric.s. and 
wliere each season’s growtli goes liack 
to the soil, it 'is found in great abund¬ 
ance. In fact, humus constitutes a 
large part of the almost inexhanstiblo 
fei'tilily of such .“oils. In ne\\'ly clear¬ 
ed land it is found in varying amonnis, 
having come from Hie partial decom- 
imsitiou of trunks, branches, roots ainl 
leaves of trees, and other smaller veg¬ 
etation that may have sprung up. In 
some swamps it occurs in large quan¬ 
tities In the form of muck. Continued 


cultivation for years has greatly 
diminished the amount of humus la 
the soil and the lack of this important 
element may account to a certain ex¬ 
tent for tlic small croii returns and 
failure to get a good stand of clover. 
Fertilizers In soils arc not all active, 
and it is tho^ business of the farmer to 
furnish favorable conditions under 
which soil fertilities become soluble 
or active and make use of whatsoever 
agencies he can in doing so. Ilumus 
is one of these ageneios. It makes the 
soil more'retentive of moisture. How 
are we to Increase this element In 
those soils that are lacking is the 
next question. Since circumstances 
vary so widely, no method can be giv¬ 
en that will apply to every case, but 
some one or more of the following may 
1)0 found helpful: First, plowing 
down clover or clover sod not only in¬ 
creases Ihe-'humus, but also augments 
Hie store of nitrogen. Second, any 
grass sod turned under every four or 
five years. Third, apply farmyard 
manure when fresh. Fourth, when 
summer fallowing is practiced in con¬ 
nection with the growing of w’inler 
wheat, winter rye may be sown In Au¬ 
gust ajid September on the field in¬ 
tended to be fallowed. Plow the rye 
under the following .Tune.—Farmers’ 
Guide. 


How the Maple Trees Are Tapped. 

The laiiping of maple trees is done 
with .a three-eights inch bit, the sin¬ 
gle curved lip (look bit being used. 
If any work In the sugar bush I'e- 
(luires skill, it is the tapping. Instnie- 
tions to onr help are. Do not try to 
see how f.ast yon can tap, but how 
well. A cam]) carelessly tapped means 
a cask loss of .$100 or more during the 
season. This is too much to .sacrifice 
to nndne haste or earole.ssncss. We 
la]) low. Bore from D/i to 2 inches 
deep, according to size of the tree. 
No piirtinilnr side is favored, l)ut just 
as the tree indicates. 'This gives a 
more uniform flow throughout the sea¬ 
son, the south and east sides running 
best early, the north ami west sides 
late. The bark is never rossed ofl'i 
This is nature’s profectlou, and should 
be let alone. 

When the buckets arc once hung on 
the spout, they remain until the close 
of the season; the only exception to 
this rule Is near the close, when doubt 
exists as to another run. It Is nearly 
as much work to go around and set up 
the buckets as it is to wash them, be¬ 
sides more or less waste before the 
last onees can be lumg. The number 
of times tho buckets are washed de¬ 
pends largely ni)on tin- weather. Some¬ 
times as often as twice a week, al¬ 
ways as soon as any sediment forms 
on the bottom. Water for Hits pnv- 
l)ose is taken around in the gathering 
tank, a small whisk broom is used for 
the buckets and a litUe swab to clean 
Hie spouts.-0. P. Haskins In New 
England Homestead. 


Poultry Notes. 

Don’t feed Hie bens too much to¬ 
day and .starve them lo-niorrow. 

Lime is one of the very licst disin¬ 
fectants. Scatter it liberally over tiio 
runs and on the floor of roosting house. 

Never allow a nest to remain after 
a brood of chicks has been hatched 
in it. Burn tlie straw and make a new 
nest. 

Brooder chicks should not be over¬ 
fed. Have regular hours for feeding. 

The poultry houses should all bo 
white-washed both inside and out. A 
teaspoonfiil of crude carbolic acid or 
kerosene should be added to each 
bucket of wash. 

An old orchard makes one of the 
very best locations for a poultry yard. 

Give Hie young chicks sweet milk to 
drink. There is nothing like It for 
young or old fowls. 

Don't try to keep several breeds of 
fowls. One good one will tax the ener¬ 
gies of most people. 

Keep the young chicks off the damp, 
cold ground. I-et the roosting box 
have a good solid ffoor. 


An Odd New Orienns Custom. 

One of Hie old customs of New Or¬ 
leans—the iKisting on telegraiih poles 
and in other public places of lil.ack-bor- 
dered funeral nolicos- has been at¬ 
tacked in a pending ordinance for its 
siqiiiression. The custom has long'sur- 
vived its utility, which was to give no¬ 
tice of a deatli and the date of tlie fun¬ 
eral-before the days of tho newspaper 
(loath coUiinn—and the attack niion it, 
!is also Hie defense, proceeds upon sen¬ 
timental gronmls. Advocates of the 
ordinance point om that tlie liills are 
eontlinially subject to defacement. 
Vandals frequently, write on tlnmi 
words wliieli do not siieak well of the 
dead, and the posted luitiees often flut¬ 
ter in dirty rags for days. This argu¬ 
ment can have litile weight with the 
tmlillc at large, if tho<o who post the 
notices are satisfied. On the other 
liand the defenders of the custom 
would retain it as. one of the iiieliir- 
esquie features which distinguish New 
Orlean.s from all other American cities. 
Visitors to the city frequently aiiply to 
tho printers for duplicate copies of the 
notices to be carried away as souve¬ 
nirs. There is increasing diffienlty in 
soenring tho mementos, however, as 
the practice Is gradually dying out. 
Ordinance or no ordinance, It is not ex¬ 
pected to survive long.—New York 
Post. 


Fruit For Brain Power. 

According to a recent health report 
blanched almonds give Hie brain tho 
muscle food, and the man who wishes 
to keep his mental power up would do 
well to include them in his daily hill of 
fare. Juicy fruits develop more or 
less the higher nerve or liraiu. and are 
eaten by all men whoso living depends 
on their clear headednoss. Apples sup¬ 
ply the bi-ain with rest. Prunes afford 
proof against nervousness, lint are not 
ninscle feeding. At tho same time It 
lias been proved thar fruits do not 
liaiT.i the same effect on everyt)od 3 '. 
Some people are never able to eat 
ajiiiles without suffering the agonj- of 
indigestion: lo oHiers strawliorries are 
like iioison.

RAO TIME FROM WAGNER, 

Also In Part From Mozart, Bcotbovon 
and Oth^r Great Mastors. 

From the Chicago Tribune.—Rag¬ 
time has been given its rating by F. 
W. Root, musical authority. He says 
it bears the same relation to the great 
things of the musical world that 
Mother Goose melodies do to the mas¬ 
terpieces of the world’s literature. 
While criticising this lowly but ex¬ 
tremely popular sort of music, Mr. 
Root says It came from the great maes- 
tros of the earth. Wagner lapsed Into 
It much after the manner of states¬ 
men who sometimes get tired and drop 
Into versification. Mozart also had 
momenta of fatigue or exuberance, 
when he dashed oft a few notes In the 
measure of the cake-walk melody. 
Some of the groat litterateurs have 
written along the mental altitude- ol 
Mother Goose, says Mr. Root, and so 
have Bach and Beethoven yielded to 
the impulse to put their lofty thoughts 
Into sharps and flats that would be 
appreciated in Halsted street. ”1 
■would not do away with rag time mus¬ 
ic,” said Mr. Root. “If some one should 
ask me if I would blot out Mother 
Goose rhymes I would say unhesitat¬ 
ingly I would not do it. Mother Goose 
is a good thing In Its way. So Is rag 
time. To make the matter plain rag 
time is syncopation. All the great 
masters have employed syncopated 
notes. That is all right, or the mas¬ 
ters would not have'done it. But they 
did not write all of their works In 
syncopation. That shows that synco¬ 
pation is good for awhile, but we do 
not want much of it. Now, Mother 
Goose literature is a good thing, but 
suppose you had not’aing else to read 
you would get tired of it after 
awhile.” “What would you suggest be 
done about it?” ho was asked. “Let it 
alone. The people who like it may 
learn after awhile to like something 
else better.” ’’V/hat objection lies 
against rag time music?” “It Is a 
repetition of the same thing, that’s all. 
There Is qpthlng else In the world the 
matter witii it. As I said, if it were 
not a good thing the masters would 
not hatie used It.” Among many oddi¬ 
ties of rag time an example of Ra ef¬ 
fect may be seen In the setting of “Old 
Hundred” to that measure. ‘There Is 
no such thing as good music or bad 
music.” said Prof. Emil Liebling. 
“You may set good music to bad or 
vicious wordings and the music be¬ 
comes bad by implication. ' So with 
rag time. It is now lending itself to 
low vaudeville, in the main, and be¬ 
cause of that assoolation the music is 
denounced. The song from 'Carmen,' 
‘Love is a Wild Bird,’ Is one of the best 
examples of rag time In modern music. 
In the overture to 'Don Juan,’ by Mo¬ 
zart, and in the sixth two-volced in¬ 
vention of Bach we have good exam¬ 
ples of syncopation. Rag time is sim¬ 
ply having its day. It will be forgot¬ 
ten as a craze in a few years.” 

"NEW LEAVES” WET BLANKETS 

Make Tkemselyeo aud Everybody Around 
Them Cuhappy. 

Now comes the melancholy time of 
year when everyone is making resolu¬ 
tions not to do the things they like 
best to do, and tho gloom and discon¬ 
tent and general all-around pessimism 
attendant upon such heroics, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. 
“It’s all very well to resolve not to 
smoke if It’s bad for the health and 
pocket,” said a pretty girl at a party 
the other eveninit. "But when a man 
resolves not to smoke he ought also 
to resolve not to look funereal over it, 
and make all his friends j'earn to sup¬ 
ply him with pipes and cigars the in¬ 
stant he puts his gloomy face in the 
door.

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TRACED BY FINGER PRINTS. 

Remarkable Canes la M'hloh Criminals 
Wore Thus I>eteoted. 

The fiasco of Berlin In the recent 
Dreyfus trial at Rennes gives some ad¬ 
ditional interest to the discussion on 
finger prints that took place at the lat¬ 
est meeting of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. Gal- 
ton read a paper on the finger-prints ol 
young children, in which he main¬ 
tained that these prints, if properly 
taken, would suffice for after-Identlfl- 
cation by an expert The grave defect 
In the Berttllon system is its reliance 
upon a system of measurements—a de¬ 
fect that does not exist. It Is claimed. 
In the more accurate system of taking 
prints. At the same meeting Mr. E. R. 
Henry, inspector general of police In 
Bengal, gave a demonstration with a 
magnifying lantern of this same meth¬ 
od. He claimed that the “personal 
equation,” which vitiates results in the 
Bertlllon system of anthropometry, is 
entirely eliminated in the printing 
method. Finger-prints, being absolute 
Impressions taken from the body, are 
not so uncertain as a set of measure¬ 
ments usually are. The method de¬ 
scribed by Inspector General Henry is 
as follows: A thin film of printers’ 
Ink is spread over a piece of tin, and 
each finger in turn is pressed on the 
film and then pressed on paper, by 
which means a clear impression Is Se¬ 
cured. Mr. Henry gave some remark¬ 
able illustrations of cases in which 
criminals had been identified by their 
finger-prints—one by finger-marks on 
the soft paint of a window sill, and 
another by blood marks made by the 
fingers on the covers of a book. In 
consequence of these remarkable facts, 
tho legislature in India had -amended 
the law of evidence. With such re¬ 
spectable authority to vouch for It, this 
method may yet rise In esteem in 
American courts of justice. English 
prison officials are not, as a class, like¬ 
ly to become enamored of any mere 
theoretical scheme—a reproach to 
which the French will possibly be ex¬ 
posed by the extravagant demonstra¬ 
tion made by Bertillon. At any rate, 
this system of identification by means 
of finger-prints seems worthy of fur¬ 
ther experimental trial, and would be 
a good field for some of our prison offi¬ 
cials to utilize in order to demonstrate 
that they take an Interest In the sci¬ 
ence of criminology.—Medical Journal. 


The notion that small and regular 
doses of camphor impart to the com¬ 
plexion a peculiar clear creamiuess is 
said by a London physician to have 
developed a new habit among many 
well-to-do young women. Like other 
(.Irug-taking habits, this is difficult to 
abandon after it is once established. 
Mild exhilaration and stupefaction are 
produced, aud the doses are often very 
large. In some cases tho effects are 
hardly to be distinguished from those 
of alcohol. Extreme weakness gou- 
erally follows regular doses, aud the 
camphor-eaters all have a dreamy, 
da'ied and very listless air, usually 
with a constant longing to sleep. The 
complexion, instead of being in any 
way improved, is given a ghastly pal¬ 
lor.

All the women of Shetland knit. 
They learn the ait iu early childhood 
and continue it all tbi-oiigb their lives, 
fijhe wool used for their knitting is 
grown on the islands and is carded 
and spun by the people themselves. 
Machinery they have not, except the 
primitive spinning wheel. Many of 
the most elaborate shawls have taken 
months to make, and some even years, 
so that a very fine shawl may be worth 
as much as -SloO to -$200. Most of 
the knittiug is, however, of the more 
homely aud serviceable kind and may 
be bought from the women themselves 
for a moderate price. 

The manner in which the washing 
of knit shaivls is accomiilished in 
Shetland is a matter of interest 
to most visitors. They are washed 
caref-*lly iu soap lather and then to 
prevent their shrinking, they are laced 
from point to point of the scalloijed 
bordeTin a large square wooden frame 
and }!laeed outside the cottage to dry.

A Freicht Collision. 

The south-bound local freight and 
a work train came into collision 
Saturday on the Mobile divi¬ 
sion of the Southern railway, near 
Thomasville, Ala., both locomotives 
being ruined and a fireman hurt. 
The wreck is said to have been caused 
by an attempt to work freight trains 
on time card, in the absence of qual¬ 
ified operators, the telegraphic em¬ 
ployes being on a strike. 

For Discuaslon of Unco Problem. 

Pinal preparations for the Inter- 
State Conference in Montgomery May 
8, 9 and 10 for the discussion of race 
problems are rapidly taking shape. 
The conference is *o be held under 
the auspices of the Southern society 
for the promotion of the study of race 
conditions and problems in the south 
—a society now having a distinguish¬ 
ed membership of representatives 
from every southern state. 

Florence Wants Free l>oUvery System. 

A movement has been started in 
Florence to securee a free postal de¬ 
livery system for that city, and peti¬ 
tions are being signed to the post¬ 
master-general asking him to inves¬ 
tigate the needs of the system at 
once. The population of Florence 
has increased from 6,000 in the height 
of the boom days in 1890, to more 
than'9,0J0 at present, and is increas¬ 
ing very rapidly, so that a free postal 
delivery is only a matter of a few 
years at best. Florence is also mak¬ 
ing an effort to get a government 
building, and there is very good 
prospect of securing both the build¬ 
ing and the second-class postofflee. 

Farmers Foiight witlj Knives. 

News has just reached Athens of a 
very serious difficulty that look plAce 
in the western part of IJinestone 
county a few days ago, when two 
young men were so seriously slashed 
with knives that it is thought that 
their lives will be Iho forfeit. 

Jim Jackson and John Shannon, 
popular farmers living in the Salem 
neighborhood, met and had a row 
over some remark that Shannon 
charged Jackson with having made 
about his sister. Words led to blows, 
and from that they drew their knives 
and rushed upon one another. No 
one was present who was able to sep¬ 
arate the enraged men and they 
slashed each other until they fell 
from loss of blood. Jackson was out 
across his lower bowels in, such a 
manner that his entrails fell out and 
were cut in many places. Shannon 
received several severe stabs in the 
back.

The Cullman Cotton company will 
put in a cotton seed oil mill at Cull¬ 
man to cost $50,000.

Tlie liouse by a vote of 210 to 15, 
■ulopted a resolution for a constitu 
tionul amendment providing for tlu 
election of United States senator.s by 
direct vole of the people. Fourteen 
republicans and one democrat voted 
against it. By the terms of the reso¬ 
lution the amendment to be submit¬ 
ted to the legislature is ns follows: 

“The Senate of liie United Stales 
shall be composed of two senators 
from each state, who shall be elected 
by a direct vote of the people thereof 
for a term of six years, and each 
senator shall have one vote.' A plu¬ 
rality of the votes cast for candidates 
for senator shall be sufficient to elect. 
The electors in each state shall have 
the qualifications requisite for elec¬ 
tors ot the most numerous branch ot 
the state legislature respectively. 

“When a vacancy happens, by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, In 
the representation of any state in the 
senate, the same shall be filled for 
the unexpired term thereof .in the 
same manner as is provided for the 
election of Senators in paragraph 
one; 

“Provided, that the exo,cutive there¬ 
of may make temporary appointment 
until the next general or special elec¬ 
tion, in accordance with the statutes 
nr constitution ot such state.”

UniqaoPtan Proposed Ry Members Ag- 
rtcultural Coiiforonce. 

The Minneapolis (Minn.) Journal 
saj’s,: 

‘ All the farmers of the world in a 
sort of international trust to restrict 
the production of wheat and raise 
prices is the plan which it is pro¬ 
posed to carry into effect at the in¬ 
ternational agricultural conference 
in Paris July 9 16. It is proposed to 
ask the farmers of the world to re¬ 
duce their wheat output by 20 per 
cent and not sell a bushel for less 
than a dollar. J. C. Hnnioy, ot Sf. 
Paul, Minn., executive agent of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial 
Union, the National Cotton Growers’ 
Association, the Farmers’ Federation 
of the Mississippi Valley and the 
National Grangers’ Association, is 
the chief promoter of the Interna¬ 
tional Agriculture Trust in America. 

'‘Prof. G. Ruhland, of the Univer¬ 
sity of Freibourg, Switzerland, is the 
chief promoter of the plan in Eu¬ 
rope.”

and one brewery scattered over the 
south. 


INSURGENTS ACTIVE 

Attacking' Americnos Troops in the Vi¬ 
cinity of Manila. 

The Insurgents, supposedly Mas- 
cado’s command, are again active 
about the Marivnlos mountainsi 
across the bay from Manila. A force 
estimated at 800 attacked Balanga, 
where three companies of the 82d 
Infantry are stationed, on Monday 
night, but were easily repulsed. Sat¬ 
urday they attacked Capt. Goldman, 
with thirty men of the 80th regiment, 
near Orion, killing two American, 
Goldman then retired. 

Miners on Strike at Coal Creek. 

Three hundred miners of the Coal 
Creek company at Coal Creek, Ten¬ 
nessee, went out on a strike Friday. 
I'lie strikers are United Mine Work¬ 
ers who have taken their present step 
because four of their number were 
discharged and they desired them re¬ 
instated.

The Lee County Caiulldates AViil Kater 
the State Convention With More 
Dclogates Than Any 
Two Candidates. 


Democratic primary elections were 
held in fifty-four of sixty-two coun¬ 
ties in Alabama Saturday for United 
States senator, for governor and stale 
and county officers. Returns, up to 
midnight indicate a sweeping demo¬ 
cratic victory for Senator Morgan 
over Governor Johnston for senator, 
but the governorship is in doubt, 
with a probability that no one of the 
five candidates in the race has a ma¬ 
jority of the delegates, and that the 
contest will haye to be fought out on 
the convention floor. 

The latest returns from counties 
throughout the state have increased 
the majorities of Senator Morgan, 
and his victory over Governor John¬ 
ston has been confirmed. It seems 
not a single county on Saturday en¬ 
dorsed the governor. It was reported 
in the various newpapers that J'ohn- 
«ton had carried St. Clair, but a vig¬ 
orous protest comes from the citizens 
of that county, sayijig a majority of 
their votes were cast for Senator 
Morgan, and that county has been 
transferred to the Morgan column. 

Out of 183 members of the general 
assembly of Alabama at least 120 will 
vote for the return of John T. Mor¬ 
gan to the United States senate, 
Many of the hold-over senators who 
have been pledged to Johnston will 
be forced to vote for Morgan under 
instructions from their constituency. 

The greatest surprise furnished 
has been the remarkable strength 
shown by William J. Samford, of 
Lee. Late returns confirm his heavy 
vote and a few more counties have 
been added to his list. From pres¬ 
ent indications ho will go into the 
state convention with more votes 
than any other two candidates, and 
his friends are claiming his nomina¬ 
tion on the first ballot. From con¬ 
servative reports it is estimated that 
he now has 211 delegates. With 
his chance of securing the uninstruct¬ 
ed counties his showing for the nomi¬ 
nation is very strong. 

Charles E. Waller, of Hale, has 
also developed considerable strength 
and he will run second to Samford. 
His vote Sunday night was ,76 with 
his supporters claiming several 
doubtful and unheard from coun¬ 
ties. 

The generally conceded strength of 
Congressman Jesse F. Stallings failed 
to materialize and his strength is at 
present confined to his home county 
and one or two adjoining. 

Shelley has carried Colbert and 
Madison counties, a total of 20 votes 
in the state convention. 

The fight between Tomlinson and 
Slielley in Jefferson county is still 
undecided andjt may be several days 
before the result is known.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 

It appears from British consular 
reports that Morocco offers a coiisiiler- 
able field for the engineer. There are 
at pi-oseut no roads, railways, tele¬ 
graphs, canals nor harbors. 

Owing to the high price of copper, 
the imperial postal authorities of Ger¬ 
many propose to replace it for tele¬ 
phonic pnrirosos with aluminum wire 
or ir-on wire coated with copper. 

A series of photographs taken at 
Dover, England, dnriug a tlmnder- 
storm liavo incre<is6d the public tim¬ 
idity about electricity. It is found' 
that wlieii a lightning flash occurs 
there are simullaiieons discharges of 
bead or dotted ligbtniiig from electric 
arc lamps in the town. rrofeasor 
Stokes says this is nature's wireless 
tclogrii])liy. 'The flasli of lightning 
influences tlie lamps by electric waves. 
He urges people to keei) away from 
lam 2 )-posts in tliuuderstorms. 

Tlie discovery of the remains of a 
mastodon near Newbuigb, N. Y., Inst 
suuimei-, recalls the fa; t tliat tlio be.st 
preserved skelelDu of one of these 
huge animals now to be found in oui- 
musenaiH was also discovered in a 
marsh near Newburgh. 'That part of 
tlie Hud.soii valley aiipears to have 
been a favorite liannt for these Amori- 
can eloiiliants. Inspection ot the 
place where the latest discovery was 
made emphasizes the fact tliat beavers 
were contemporaries of ■ tho masto- 
doms, and that beaver-dams were as 
perilous as quicksands for tho massive 
beasts who ventured to set foot in 
them. 

Peasants of 'Thuringia prevent rot • 
and other diseased conditions of win¬ 
ter-seed jiotatoes by a simple method. 
They lay the potatogs in a suhuyplnce, 
ns far apart from each other as possi¬ 
ble. The tubers are turned over night 
and morning until they becolne thor¬ 
oughly green, and aro then placed in 
the collar for the winter. It is claimed 
that potatoes treated thus dD not rot 
and can witlistand great cold without 
freezing. 'The effect of the treatment 
on early iiotatoes is to jirevent their 
sinoutiiig in the cellar, and so retain 
their full strength. In February th« 
tubers are taken from IbJ cellar and 
imt into a moderately warm room until 
planting time. This plan gives a ■ 
strongly and quickly sprouting j^lant- 
ing jjotato, and insures a lino yield of 
healthy vegetables. 

It is inoposed to bnild ot Duluth, 
Minn., a snspieiided bridge over tho 
ship canal. A Inidge of this kind has 
recently lieen constructed to cross the 
Seine at Bonoii, and tlie city engineer 
of Duluth has proposed a similar 
stnictnre to bridge tho shii) canal of 
that city, which would not iuterfero 
with the free passage of ships to and 
from tlie liarhor. The plans ijrovide- 
for trus.sod girdors carried on towers 
at a heiglit of 162 feet clear nliovo tlie 
water. The.so girder.s will be mainly 
snpiiortod liy cables, and will thus 
make a stiff snspeusioii bridge, on 
which rails will be laid. On these 
trucks will be run,.and a oarsusitonded 
at the level of the street. The ma¬ 
chinery will be driven by electric mo¬ 
tors, and the car or platform will carry 
both toot jiassengers and teams. 'The , 
city pow'er-house will supply the cur¬ 
rent to drive the machinery. 

Sapphires That Aren’t fUue. 

“It is commonly believed that the 
sapphire is known only as a gem of a 
rich velvety blue in color,” observed 
an experienced dealer in i^recions 
stones io tlie writer the other day. 
As a matter of fact the sapjihire occurs 
in various hues. In Ceylon, for in¬ 
stance, where the finest siiecimeus ot 
this gem are found, it ranges from ihe 
soft volvoty bine to the peacock blue, 
graduated in the latter to an almost 
faultless white.

It is valued as highly as the finest 
Burmese rubies. Those most highly 
inized are tho red jrigeon blood or 
rosa-red color. Bonio very fine saij- 
phires have been found in Montana 
during the i)ast ten years. The 
American gems are light-blue, blue- 
green, green and pink, bnt the deej) 
blue and red stones, which are chiefly 
in demand as jewels, have so far never 
been discovered in any jtart of this 
country. —Washington Star.

Rats and Mice—Plowing Corn Land—Per- 
* manent Pastures—Two Ways to Raise 

Calves—To Crow Cucumbers Properly 

—Etc., Etc. 

Rats and Mice. 

No decently fed horse or cow will 
eat food which the mice have worked 
in much. The odor which they leave 
behind tlnom Is enough to disgust them. 
This is one objection, and perhaps the 
only one, to the use of oat hay cut 
when the grain is in the milk. It Is al¬ 
most impossible in some barns to keep 
the mice from working In it, and while 
the amount they eat is considerable, 
the damage they, do by causing the 
farm stock to reject it is tenfold great¬ 
er. tVe do not know any ivay to keep 
them out if they are abundant on the 
premises, and those who have tliis 
pest will do well to try for hay that 
the niioe are not so fond of. And they 
like millet almost as well as oats. 

Plowing Corn Land- 

Land for corn cannot bo plowed too 
deep, jirovlded 1 ho work is properly 
done, for the deeper the ploiving the 
deeper the roots' will penetrate, and the 
better will the plants resist drouth. The 
feeding roots will penetrate tlwj entire 
depth of the loosened soil. Shallow 
prep.'!ration encourages siuTace feed¬ 
ing roots, that are often torn by even 
shallow after-cultivation. Deep and 
thorough preparation and sluillow' culti¬ 
vation is tlie process approved by all 
^experimeulers. 'The time for deep 
plowing differs with different soils. 
Soils -that run together* after heavy 
rains ma.v be plowed late, while sttfifer 
lands should be plowed early. It is not 
n-pcessary that the soil bo light and 
loose: the roots will penetrate a quite 
compact soil after it has once boon 
torn up and settled again.

Permanent Pastures. 

Tlie cnsio.st way that we know of to 
keep a permanont pasture in good con¬ 
dition is to stock it hard t'hough .so tliat 
the grass will he oaten before it throws 
nil a seed stock or becomes bard and 
woody, and then give e.xtra feed .at tlie 
itarn so that the animals will relui'n .at 
least as nmcli fertility to the soil as tins 
grass takes from it. Of course manure 
or fertilizer may be carried out, and 
spread on the pastni'c, but tliat costs 
money, and many farmers are often at 
a loss lo olitaln Certilizing elements 
cnongli for llieir mowing lands and cul¬ 
tivated liekls. If they buy feed lo use 
In summer wiion cattle arc in the. pas¬ 
ture, the.v liope to aiid usually do get 
enougli in tllo way oT growth, fat or 
milk production to pay for it, and look 
upon the increased (piantity and extra 
quality of (lie innmirc heap .as an ex¬ 
tra profit. In this matter of ovei'stoct- 
Ing tlte pasture it Is best doUe nl\d pro¬ 
duces licst results wlieru there are two 
pastures, so that the animals can be 
changed from one to the other about 
once a week, or as often as the feed i.s 
eaten down smooth. 'Tbis beliis to p.rv!- 
vont tliem from gnawing .so dosoly as 
to destroy the roots, which the.v may 
do in some f.svorile spot if they are 
kept too long in one pasture. 

Two Ways to Raise Calves. 

There are evidently two Wft.ys lo 
raise calves, and each has its follow¬ 
ers. It roust he understood that, h calf 
is at birth endowed wiUi gUeat strength 
of constltutioiu hlid is, under almost 
any kind of treatment, ready to live. 
Wlmllier life means liealtliy growth, 
depends on tlie kind and quality of 
food it recoinos. A course of semi- 
starvation may be prolonged UllHl iho 
calf develops a grass ot hay-digeslh'g 
stom.ach with sufilcient b.sidWty ami 
power to assinlHUltt Vegetable food; in 
such event St lives a shrinking, bawl¬ 
ing, stunted runt. SufHcieut and prop¬ 
er nutriment, like whole milk, will sup¬ 
port life and growth until the same 
stomach development is attained-, aiid 
the result is a square-baeked, 'gi'dwlng 
youngster, a je.y lo lue leye. 

I have lived ift a dairy district long 
enough, to understand that there is a 
different between raising.a calf upon 
hay-tea and middlings and no milk 
after the first day, and raising another 
calf on a proper quanllt.y of whole hr 
separated milk. In the SilrSng I can 
drive througli the Oountry and pick out 
the “hay-tea” calves hy their constant 
and piteous bawling—nature's outcry 
against slow and cruel starvation. 

I submit that a calf will do Immeas¬ 
urably better oh such a railoii than on 
those fnoquently proposed, made by 
hay tea, hot water and middlings,.with 
no milk, t think you should come 
squarely out agniiist these methods of 
raising calves by any other means than 
on appropriate and abundant food.-^

Points of Success In Fruit Culture. 

There Is a general consensus of opim 
ion among good, fruit growers that 
there is lu-oflt In the business if con¬ 
ducted properl.v, but not more than 
every otlier man really follows tlie 
business with a just conception of. 
Its needs. While local difl’erencos 
may make rules and advice con¬ 
cerning crops and methods of culture 
inapplicable for all sections, there is, 
nevertheless,^ certain advice that will 
be of service all over the country. To 
go into tlr, to points of success in de¬ 
tail it i.s necessary In the drat place to 
give not only good tillage to tire fruit 
trees and hushes during the growing 
sea.son, but intelligent and nictliodical 
cnlUvation. Lot llie experience of one 
year teach something that will make 
the work of the next more satisfactory. 
Good cultivation means also good fer- 
tilizallon, which can best bo done by 
planting forage crops in the late sum¬ 
mer and covering them under in the 
spring. Snell green crops liolii to keep 
the land warm in winter, and improve 
tlie mechanical conditions of it. Trees 
and tender vines and bushes need 
mulching in winter, and this should lie 
(lone after some sy.stom that will make 
it simple but effective. A grower of 
large quantities of fruits must h.ave 
work of this kind so systematized that 
it can be done wllii the fogiilarlty aud 
swlftliesB of a iiiachine. 

Wlien tlio growing soasou comes ilVP 
orcliard must be protected from ihu 
worms, liliglits, mildews ami other 
posts. Tliono is no half-hearted work 
tliat will (lb this, but every ounce of 
poi.soii used in spraying should bo for 
a purpose and intelligontl.v applied. A 
good deal of money is wasted in spray¬ 
ing tlie same, as considerable is thrown 
away in applying I'erlllizerS. If .S'ou dd 
not know what the siiraying iS for it is 
belief lb leave it alone until you do. 
Study and observe the work of otliors. 
There is no question more important t(i 
fruit growers than that of thinning out 
(lie fruit. It is hard for some iieoplo to 
pull off fruit that niiglit be sold at a, 
profit. Blit tlie ora of poor fruit has' 
gone by forever, and to secure llrst- 
ciass fruits it is necessary to thin out 
many from every tree. By rigidly ap- 
lilyiiig such a system one is bound to 
get fancy fruits tliat will command tlie 
iilghest market prices. These fancy 
fruits are tlie ones that m.ako the prof¬ 
its in the best markets, if wtt spend 
as much time in raising fancy fruits 
as we do in cultiva'tihg ihfeflo'f kinds 
we will surely And a w.ay to make 
something more than a living. Fancy 
fruit jiacked and marketed lifoperly 
will always find purchasers even when 
other fruit i.s ,a drug in the market. 
SomeUmos it is necessary to find spe¬ 
cial markets for such products, but in 
the end onr reward will more than re¬ 
pay for tlie energy given to the work.

To Crow Cucumbers Properly. 

No one but the person who has gone 
(jut early in tiie morning and picked a 
nice fresli cucumber while the dew is 
on and eat it immediately can realize 
■tine full value of the cucumber <ls a 
talile ai-ticle. Every one, whether 
fanner or not, ought to have at least a 
small bed of them, and here is an ex¬ 
cellent account of how to grow tlnem, 
which is Taken from the American 
Gardening: ' 

Sow cucumbers in bills four feet 
apart each way, eight or ten soads to 
the hill, and thin when they become 
strong to tlii'oe or four plaiit.s. Take 
out the iioints of the shoots when the 
plant makes two or three leaves. The 
cucumber needs plenty of moisture and 
feeding; a few shovelfuls of rotten ma¬ 
nure In each hill will liolp to supply 
tills. To got the best naturns tliey 
should bo eoustantiy looked after by 
thinning out the .shoots where they are 
weak or too thick and .stopping or tak¬ 
ing the points out of the strong ones 
to encourage bearing. The fruit ought 
to be cut as soon as lit. and also nl! 
deformed or useless ones, as lliey are 
a drain upon the strength of the plants. 
In very dry weather they will I'ioqulro 
plenty of water to keep them growing 
and bearing, and are greatly benefited 
by a mulching of manure. If sucoes- 
Blonal sowings are made on moist land 
whore a partial .'hade can be had, from 
*nch things as corn, etc., they will give 
A nice succession to the early pne 
Vlanted In a more open place. 


' A Test Case. 

I miglit mention the experience of a 
farmer wlio a few jxars ago entered a 
corn eont(-st. The first liiiiig ho did 
was to buy the iahjst Wofii on corn eul- 
ture. DtUi fact alone was worth all 
tli'b shuly ho gave; lie learned tliat, 
contrary th the general impression, the 
roots of I lie corn plant grow to a great 
doptli; that experiments in Wisconsin 
proved that when the corn plant, is 
eighteen Inches high its foots cross hi 
lh(' lulddio fd'iVs fort-jLtivh inches 
.apart; when thh fllaht is tasseling the 
roots go lliroe feet deep in the ground, 
and when the ear is ripe the.v have 
gone four feet and liberally filled the 
soil from tlie surface to that deptli. lie 
learned enough to win a prize, and lit 
consequenee of that book Ills hlaipi 
liave Rb'ildlly iiit-b(i*Sfed uiilii ih iSDS 
he galholTd ffohi OhO hicasufeil acre 
115.1% li'nkiielh fsli'oii'o'd grtVin), aiui liis 
onlivb hhotl hVeragod ll.'i bushels to tlie 
aero. This result a few .years ago 
would have been regarded impossible. 

'Jhe same farmer gave his son, a 19^ 
yoar-ohl lioy, the lui'lifi .)-8 oil iils hlriii 
to rai^S oii Shares hhd furnislicd him 
iho iilH'st tvOrk dh lurkey-ralsliig. 'J’he 
ho-'v heh(l tli'c book, pursued iiitolllgiaht 
and up-to-dat'e methods, and raised 
about .?200 worth of turkeys; from one 
flock of 68 he raised 61. It pays id 
know liow. and tlil.s 18 all that scien¬ 
tific UieallS.—Atlanta Joiirn.al.

“'Tliere is no doulit that Giiiraltar is, 
from tlic nature of its location, the 
strongest fortified spot on earth,” said 
a recently retiiriiod tourist, “but tlie 
English officers who ore on duty l)iei'& 
S('cl« Ihlpl’essed willi tlie idea tliat 
thfef'e IS Some weak spot about the 
place, and that some American may 
discover it. They have some very 
nonsensical rules and regulations gov 
erning the fortification, and one of 
them Is tliat no American call be atl 
mittert t'd the fortified places, tliough 
they are allowed to wander all around 
the outside as long as they care to. 

“I don’t think the combined guns 
of tlie rest of the world, all working 
together and for twelve hours each 
day, Sundny.s and public holidays lU- 
cluded, for one year, could Serl(iusi^ 
iiltereforu with Gibraltar beyond cut 
tiiig off the mail coiiminnication. The 
walls aixj solid rock a quarter of a 
mile thick, and such a thing as doing 
any damage in a military sense would 
be simple nonsense. Gibraltar could 
resist any attack, and the conditions 
there are such that the attacking par¬ 
ty would ne(!es 8 arilj' have to lie ex¬ 
posed in making its attack. Tllis-ex- 
posnre would have to be tvithlii range 
of the gulls of the fort, even If thej’ 
are fifty years out of elate. Conse¬ 
quently they would be nearly as ef 
fective as modern guns, for with all 
that is claimed for modern warfare 
thoi'c probably never will bo any fight¬ 
ing done when the opposing parties 
are out of sight of each other. While 
all this is admitted by military men of 
all countries, it seems funny that tliere 
sliould be anything of a secret or lild 
den cliaractor aliout Gibraltar that 
Americans should not be allowed to in¬ 
spect as freely a.s the people of otlier 
countries are. England may be whip 
ped some time in the history of the 
world but the defeat will not take 
place at Gibraltar, I assure you.”— 
Washington Star. 


SPION KOP, WHERE BRITISH 
SUFFERED DEFEAT. 


A Hnrren and Open Slope, the RIdsres 
of TVhioh Are So Steep That Conquest 
Is Almost Impossible — Center of a 
Group of Hops—Joobort and Jameson*

places intelligence offices. 


Spion Kop, the new Majuba Hill, 
where the British experienced the 
worst reverse of the present South Af¬ 
rican campaign, is a rugged mountain 
crest of about 4,600 feet elevation, and 
nearly fourteen miles south and a lit¬ 
tle west of Ladysmith. Gen. Buller 
described it as a “barren and open 
slope, the ridges so steep that guns 
cannot be placed upon them.” It is 
one of innumerable kops or plateau 
peaks lying between the Tugela river 
and Ladysmith, ^and Is as formidable 
a place of defense as the first east¬ 
ern ridges of the Eocky mountains 
v/ould bBi Old Majuba Hill, where Sir 
George Colley fell before the Boers ia 
1881, Is nearly 8,000 feet high, but 
Spion Kop is high enough to have 
served the purpose of the Boers well 
this time; Near it, browned by Boer 
batteries; arc half a dozen other kops, 
all higher than the one Gen. Warren 
scaled only to be defeated. Some of 
them are 4,700 feet in elevation, others 
4,800 feet and 4,900 feet. Guns mounted 
upon them, properly depressed, would 
sweep Spion Kop so that nothing liv¬ 
ing could remain upon its summit. Be¬ 
tween the kops are ragged ravines, af¬ 
fording fine retreats for Boer riflemen, 
whose duty it would be to harass a re¬ 
treating enemy. The rocks are rough, 
difficult to climb over and unprotected 
by tree or bush. From the Tugela 
river almost to Ladysmith is constant 
rl.se of land that blisters with heat hy 
day and is dangerously chill by night. 

An interesting story Is told In con¬ 
nection with the capture of the Jame¬ 
son raiding party by the Boers in 1896, 
and shows how near to summary pun¬ 
ishment Dr. Jameson and his officers 
were at that time. A score of the lead¬ 
ers of the Boers had assembled to de¬ 
cide their fate. The majority favored 
the ShooUng of ail concerned in the 
raid and, while President Kruger ad- 
voeate(J mercy and used all his ^eat 
power to make his counsel prevail, his 
efforts were of no avail. Finally Gen. 
Joubert, who sided with Oom Paul, got 
a hearing and as a last effort, throw¬ 
ing argument aside, related the follow¬ 
ing parable: “Friends,” he said, “sup¬ 
pose I have a farm, and my neighbor’s 
dogs are always worrying and killing 
my sheep, what would you advise me 
to do? Shall I kill the dogs and stop 
the nuisance? If ! d (3 so, mj'.Jihig^bor 
tiiay bbme to me and say, ‘You have 
killed my dogs; they were of much 
greater value than your sheep, and you 
will have to pay for it!’ Would I not 
be better advised to catch the dogs, to 
bring them to their master, and say: 
‘Your dogs are worrying and killing 
my sheep; take your dogs, punish 
them, and refund me for the loss I 
have suffered?’” Nobody answered, 
and Gen. Joubert continued, "We have 
caught the dogs. Would it not be bet¬ 
ter to send them back to the English 
govefhmeht for punishment and to 
ftiaim damages instead of giving them 
a cause to demand reparation, and to 
send from their kennel other and may¬ 
be worse dogs to worry us?” 

The parable turned the scales.

On Sept. 23 Thomas McGeehan, late 
second-class leading stoker of her 
majesty’s ship Doris, was flogged at 
Simon's Town for the offense of ma¬ 
lingering, says London Truth. The re¬ 
port of the circumstances, which ap¬ 
peared in the Western Morning News 
ot Oct. 24, Is not very lucid, but 1 gath¬ 
er froia it that the malingering took 
place while the man was iinderioing 
a sentence of Imprisonment oii the 
Penelope for striking a chief stoker. A 
“medical suiwey” was first held on the 
accused, which presumably resulted In 
a finding that he had been shamming 
sickness. On this a board of three of¬ 
ficers sentenced the man to eighteen 
lashes. “After receiving eleven lashes,” 
said the report, "the prisoner became 
insensible, and the medical officer 
present (thff staff surgeon of the Mon¬ 
arch) stopped the cruel proceeding, 
and the wretched man was borne 
bleeding and senseless to his eelL” 
There (ioes not appear, therefore, tb bd 
any suggestion that he was malinger¬ 
ing this time. The Western Morning 
News, In chronicling this Incident, ex¬ 
presses the hope that it may lead to a 
renewed agitation for the abolition of 
flogging in the navy. I can hardly con¬ 
ceive it possible that any one possessed 
of ordinary human feeling will fall to 
join us in this hope. As to the de-^ 
Slrabllity of corporal punishment, 
whether in the navy or elsewhere, for 
certain peculiarly brutal classes of 
firime, opinion may differ. But the 
idea of flogging a man senseless tat 
such a trumpery offense as that of pre¬ 
tended sickness to evade prison disci¬ 
pline is revolting in the most elemen-^ 
tary feelings of justice and humanity. 
The reader will note that this poor 
wretch w'as sentenced (by three officers 
commanding her majesty’s ships, and 
with tho approval of the commander- 
in-chief of the station) to receive 
eighteen lashes, and wbat that punish¬ 
ment would have meant, had it been 
carried out, may be judged from tho 
fact that the man had become sense¬ 
less from pain and a medical officer 
had to interfere before two-thirds of 
the sentence had been executed, ^rtch 
li result, considered In conjunction 
with the paltry character of the 
“crime” for which this murderous pen¬ 
alty was imposed, should convince any 
one ot the utter unfitness of many of 
our naval officers to be intrusted with 
such powers over their subordinates.

IT LOSS B! FLOODS 


Devastation and Ruin of Crops 
Mississippi and Louisiana.

li LOSS lIHOfllS TO TOOLE MILLION 


Many Farm Houses Swept Away by 
tite Walei-s—Heavy I joss of bifo 
Jlei>orto<l iiKUiuiiky Itlvor 
Swamp. 


The flood situation in Mississippi 
and Louisiana remains gloomy; but 
little change in the conditions re¬ 
ported heretofore. Authentic reports 
regarding damage to crops in country 
districts adjacent to Vicksburg by 
the heavy rains of the early days of 
the week have just come to hand. 
From these reports the devastation 
and ruin is widespread, crops, es¬ 
pecially corn, being nearly a total 
loss. Whole fields, recently plowed 
and seeded were swept clear by the 
mad rush of waters down the hillsides, 
even the loose top earth being carried 
away down to the hard strata below. 

The flood has already caused, at a 
conservative estimate, fully $3,000,- 
000 loss in central and southern 
Mississippi, to say nothing of the 
damages by the railroads. The ex¬ 
tent of the losses have not yet been 
fully realized, and it may be some 
days yet before an accurate total can 
be reached. In Louisiana, too, the 
damage done by the unprecedented 
rains was great, but in this state they 
are more inferential than positive, 
A special from Columbia, Miss., fixes 
the loss In that little town and its 
Immediate vicinity at $500,000. 

Many farm houses wore carried 
away by the mad waters,, the occu¬ 
pants barely escaping with their 
lives and the number of cattle de¬ 
stroyed was great. A great many gins 
and mills wore washed away, and 
many saw mills saw their lumber 
■ piles melted away as if by magic. 
Nearly every bridge around Colum¬ 
bia was swept down stream. Pearl 
river is now higher than it has been 
known for many years. Milos and 
miles of the New Orleans & North¬ 
eastern are still under water. 

Honey Island, the rendezvous ol 
the noted train robber, Burch, is un¬ 
der twenty feet of water, and the is¬ 
land, which has for years been one 
of the natural game preserves, is now 
devoid of wild animals. 

Distressing news comesdrom Hick¬ 
ory, Miss., which is completely Bur 
rounded by water and inundated in 
many localities. Hundreds of hoge 
and cattle near, this point were 
drowned, and miles of fencing and 
valuable timber washed away. The 
latest advices from the town of lin 
terprise slate that the losses there 
have been great and much destitu¬ 
tion prevails. Half a score of towns 
are completely cut olf from the out¬ 
side world as they have been since 
the early part of the week. From 
Chunky lliver swamps, near Enter¬ 
prise, comes the news of a heavy^ loss 
of life. 


Pascflffouln Hrldg© Swept Away by Floods 

Two spans of the big Louisville A 
Nashville bridge at West Pascagoula, 
Miss., were forced ten f5et out ol 
place Sunday morning by floating 
logs coming down the overflowed 
river. The passenger service is badlj 
crippled, and passengers and mails 
are "being transferred in boats. The 
freight traffic is entirely suspended. 

Later advices from Paschgoula saj 
one-half of the bridge is now gone 
and if the wind shifts the structure 
will be totally destroyed. 


Naval Bill Pasaod. 

The house at once entered upon the 
consideration of the naval appropria¬ 
tion bill Saturday. Mr. Underwood 
made an explanation of his course, 
saying the minority felt it had not 
had a fair opportunity to debate tlie 
armor plate eaturo of the bill. Mr 
Vandiver (Mb.) moved to reeoininil 
the bill. Mr. Foss made a point ol 
order against the motion. The speakei 
sustained the point on the ground 
that the suggestion contained t 
proper point of order. The bill wat 
then passed without division. 


Burned by Incoiidiories. 


Simon’s hotel at Abita Springs, La., 
was set on fire Sunday morning and 
burned to the ground. Loss $20,000. 
The incendiaries were seen running 
from the building, but escaped 
Threats of lynching are made if they 
are caught. This is the second hotel 
they have burned at Abita this year. 


BLOODY WEEK IN THE PHILIPPIN E^ 

loBurfconts Have Been Afirffreaulve In Al¬ 
most Every Province of Luzon, 

Last week was one of tho bloodiest 
of the war since the first day’s fight¬ 
ing around Manila: Authentic re¬ 
ports, mostly official, show a total of 
378 Filipinos killed, twelve oiflicers 
and 244 men captured and many 
more w'ounded. The number wound¬ 
ed is hardly guessable. The wounded 
entirely test the hospital capacity,, 
and a great majority of them will 
die. Probably the week’s work Jin- 
ished 1,000 insurgents. The Ameri¬ 
can loss was nine killed and sixteen 
wounded. 'Two sergeants and one pri¬ 
vate were killed in ambush while 
escorting provision trains. 

The insurgents have been aggress¬ 
ive in almost every province of Lu¬ 
zon, General Plo del Pilar’s band, 
numbering 800, which was out ol 
sight for three months, the leader 
being reported killed, has reappeared 
in its old field about San Miguel, 
consisting of three companies of the 
Thirty-fifth infantry, with a'Gatling, 
a three hours fight during a night at¬ 
tack. The loss of the insurgents in 
this engagement is not included in 
the foregoing total, as they removed 
their dead and wounded, but presum¬ 
ably it was considerable. 


CANAL BILL TO COME XU* 


In the House May 1, and It Will Be 
Passed. 

The committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce Friday made an 
important change in the Hepburn 
Nicaragua canal bill, striking out the 
provision for the “fortification,” and 
thus providing what is expected to 
be a compromise which will aid in 
bringing the measure to an early con¬ 
sideration. 

The amendment was proposed by 
Representative Barham, of Califor¬ 
nia. Tho chairman of the committee 
was instructed to offer the same upon 
consideration of tho bill at the proper 
time as the committee amendment 
thereto. 

Following the announcement of the 
changes in the bill, Mr. Hepburn 
stated that it had been definitely ar¬ 
ranged that the house would take up 
the canal bill on May 1 and 2. 


IN VESTTGATXO N COMPLETB, 


Indictment Agralnst Taylor to Be Held 
XTg for a Few Days. 

While the Franklin, Ky., grand 
jury has not adjourned, it is under¬ 
stood that tho investigation of the 
Goebel assassination has been com¬ 
pleted. The’ indictment against re¬ 
publican Governor Taylor, cl(^arging 
him with being an accessory to tho 
murder, will be held up untll after 
the argument of the governorship 
contest case, which is docketed for 
hearing before the supreme court at 
Washington April 80, and it Is said 
by persons, in the councils of the 
prosecution that no such warrant 
will be issued, or other steps taken 
in the case until after that time. The 
rumor that Governor Beckham has 
been applied to for a requisition is 
without foundation.

A telephone message from Alien- 
ton, near the Bossier line, gave this 
news of the killing of Mr, Will White 
by a negro. Mr. White had an occa¬ 
sion to reprimand the negro, and after 
working two hours, while Mr. White’s 
back was turned to tlie negro, he de¬ 
liberately shot him in the back, kill¬ 
ing him instantly. Immediately the 
negro ran to his house, about a quar¬ 
ter of a mile distant, and before a 
posse could apprehend him he killed 
himself. 


Shot Through the Heart. 

George A. Raulston shot John H. 
Woods in the heart, instantly killing 
liim, in Knoxville, Tenn. As strang¬ 
ers tliey met In a saloon and-began a 
quarrel.

Two young men, Toker Boazman 
and Walter Finney, engaged in a 
difficulty at Chapel Hill, seven miles 
north of LaFayotte, and the former 
was shot by tho latter in tho stomach, 
inflicting a wound which caused 
death. Both young men were mem¬ 
bers of prominent families. No 
particulars as to cause can bo ascer¬ 
tained. 


Will Force tho Diepensory Issue. 

Dr. G. B. Orowe, state chairman 
of the populite party, stated a few 
days ago that his party would force 
the fight in the coming campaign for 
the dispensary.

Some days since tho rod mill depart¬ 
ment went to work. 


To Complete Lauderdale’s Court House. 

Eloy & Smith, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., were awarded the contract tor 
the completion of tho Lauderdale 
county court house, the price being 
$23,000. Tho original contract called 
for $27,845,- and was hold by Arthur 
Marshall, who jumped tho job after 
spending some $12,000 on it. He had 
drawn only $0,800 from the county, 
leaving about $18,500 still duo on the 
original contract. 


Blow Works Locate in Birmingham. 

Another big industry has been se¬ 
cured for Birmingham. The new 
company, whlcli will have a capital 
stock of $300,000, and will employ 
250 men, will manufacture plows, and 
goes to Birmingham without asking 
for a single dollar of local capital or 
for a bonus, having been attracted by 
the natural advantages offered by the 
district to plants of that kind. The 
plant will be located just below the 
rolling mill, and will be moved from 
Columbus, Ga., where it has been in 
successful operation for several years. 
The deal has boon closed, and accord¬ 
ing to the present plans the plant 
will occupy ten acres. 

Killed His AVife. 

News of a tragedy near Cloptbn was 
received in Eufaula Sunday. W. H. 
Slunson and his wifebecamo involved 
In a difficulty and the latter drew a 
revolver and fired three times at her 
husband. Slanson thereupon seized 
a club and dealt his wife a blow, 
killing her instantly. It cannot be 
learned whether Slanson received any 
wounds or not. 'The cause of tho 
difficulty is not known. 


COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 


Colonel Samford is Lt^adingr in tho Race 
for Governor. 

County conventions were hold 
throughout the state Saturday and 
all doubt as to the way many delega¬ 
tions would vote has been dispelled. 

Reports would indicate that the 
estimates as to Colonel Samford’s 
strength have been verified and many 
of his friends predict his nomination 
on the first ballot, though tho Shel¬ 
ley and Waller forces are prepared to 
make a hard fight. 

Erom the returns received it ap¬ 
pears that Colonel Samford has re¬ 
ceived instructions in twenty-nine 
counties with total of 142 delegates; 
Mr. Waller five counties with GO 
delegates; General Shelley four coun¬ 
ties with 57 delegates and Mr. Stal¬ 
lings seven counties with 41 dele¬ 
gates. Fourteen counties with a 
total of 108 delegates, report unin¬ 
structed delegations. This leaves a 
total of ninety delegates yet to be 
heard from. These delegates are to 
come largely from West Alabama. 
It is in that section that the South¬ 
ern Railway covers most of tho ter^ 
ritory and on account of the strike 
among the operators, it is impossible 
to get news from most of the points. 

Among the doubtful counties which 
acted are Walker, Shelby, Lauder¬ 
dale, Morgan and Monroe. All ol 
these counties instructed their dele¬ 
gates to vote for William J. Samford, 
Blount county, which has also been 
in doubt, instructed for Stallings, 
with Samford second choice. 

The official count caused Morgan 
county to break the record, and gave 
governor Johnston a majority of 44 
votes over Senator Morgan. This is 
the only county which gave Johnston 
a majority in the recent primaries. 


The Bifirbde oQ the Rampafire. 

The Bigbee river is higher than 
ever known, or one foot and one- 
tenth above the high water mark, and 
i -3 still rising. The northern part ol 
Demopolis is under water. The Black 
Water company’s sawmill and the 
Demopolis Cooperage plant are sub¬ 
merged. Tho Southarn railway has 
fivo miles of tr.ick overflowed, and the 
town is cut off from rail communica¬ 
tion with the outside world. Tho 
farmers along the river say they can¬ 
not make more than half a crop, as 
the water will go down late and tho 
cotton will come into the hot season 
without strength to moot the worms 
and the drouglit. Hardly any fann¬ 
ing will be done before the middle ol 
May. 


After Whoelor’8 Seat. 

Colonel Cutler Smith announces 
that he will be a candidate for con¬ 
gress to fill the place made vacant by 
General Wheeler. Colonel Smith 
says he will run as an independent 
republican, He is at present a can¬ 
didate for the state senate on the 
same ticket but will withdraw from 
tho race and .go after higher honors. 


Bit; Shipment of Colton Cloth to Chinn. 

The largest single foreign shipment 
of cotton cloth ever made from tho 
south was forwarded Saturday by the 
Dwight cotton mills of Alabama City. 
Tho shipment comprised seventeen 
car loads, and is destined for points 
in the Chinese empire.

General Roberts’s Criticism of tlie Splon 
Kop Eiigugement—"llncli Sicknoss in 
the British Camps—Groat Britain’s 
Soniling of Prisoners to St. Helena 
Arouses tiie Boers—No Intervention. 

London (By Cable).—The Official Gazette 
contains General Buller’s dispatches de¬ 
scribing the events of Jauuaiy 17 .and 
January 18. General Warren’s report on 
the battle ot Splon Kop and General Rob¬ 
erts’s comments thereon . General Rob¬ 
erts severely criticises General Wurrou, 
Major Thornoyoroft and General Buller. 
His concluding words are: 

“Whatever faults General Warren may 
have oommittod the failure must he 
ascribed to the dislucliaaticu ot tho officer 
In supreme command to assort his author¬ 
ity and soo that what he thought best was 
done, and also to the iinwurrjiutablo and 
needless assumption of responsibility by a 
subordinate officer.” 

The lust words refer to Major Thoruey- 
croft’s order tor tho withdrawal of the 
Brlljsh from SpIon'Kop. General Roberts 
adds: 

"The attempt to relieve Ladysmith de- 
serlbod In those dispatches was well de¬ 
vised. I agree with General Bailor in 
thinking it ought to have succeeded. The 
failure was due lu some measure to the 
difficulties of the ground, the comniandliig 
positions tho enemy hold, and probably al¬ 
so to errors of judgment and wnnt of ad¬ 
ministrative capacity on the part of Gon- 
oral Warren.”

The Oil Trust. j 

The Stan'Iard Oil Company lastj 
Week paid its regular qiiarteviy div- j 
idend of three per cent, and an cx - 1 
tra dividend of 17 per cent, amount- ; 
ing to .^20,000,000. AAHiether this is j 
a boa fide transaction or not we do 
not know, liave no means of kiiow»- 
ing. Possibly it may be a scheme to 
appeal to tlie breed of some of the 
ignorant capitalists to e.xchange 
their sound dollars for Standard 
Oil watered stock. But it is ^ot at 
all unlikely that the company has 
made a profifr'of $ 20 , 000,000 in the 
last three months, as it has increas 
ed price of oil, the increase on gas¬ 
olene being about 50 per cent, and 
on coal oil 20 per cent., and the 
prices of the other products of pe¬ 
troleum have no doubt no doubt 
been also raised. The methods of 
tills great monopoly have been ex¬ 
plained in the columns of this pa¬ 
per, and the testimony of its rivals 
or victims—George Rice and Mr. 
Lockwood before the congressional 
industrial commission is still fresh 
in tlie minds of our readers. 

Yet many people believe this 
great monopoly is a, blessing be¬ 
cause of the cheapness of oil now j 
compared with the price 30 or 40 
years ago. The fact is coal oil was 
lirst obtaind from cannel-coal, was 
secured in small quantities only and 
its production was very expensive. 
The writer, while visiting in Penn¬ 
sylvania some years ago, was shown 
some old abandoned derricks, a lit- 
tie town of them as it were. It was 
explained to us tliat these derricks 
were once used in getting coal oil 
from canuel-coal (hence the name 
“coal oil”), but that as soon as pe¬ 
troleum was discovered they were 
immediately abandoned as petro¬ 
leum could be produed so cheaply 
the old coal oil works could not be 
run to pay expenses. The cannel- 
oil sold,or at least retailed at about 
$ 2.00 a gallon,‘but as soon as it was 
found that there in certain local¬ 
ities in Pennsylvania where by bor¬ 
ing down some 1,500 or 2,000 feet 
the oil would either gulsh forth at 
the rate of many barrels a day, or 
or could be cheaply pumped up, the 
the price immediately fell. Not 
long after the discovery that there 
were great lakes of oil beneath the 
surface of the eartli within east', 
cheap reach by use of drill, Mr. 
Rockefeller appeared upon the 
scene, a comparatively poor man, 
with ingenuit 3 '—not greater tlian 
.that possessed by man}' a common 
man, but with a scheme that would 
never been thought of by those of 
equal talent merely from tlie fact 
that their dispositions were along 
fairer lines, Mr. Rockefeller un¬ 
dertook without any great amount 
of money to corner and control the 
petroleum liusiness. He sueceded 
and his plan was simply to arrange 
with the railroad officials—not with 
railroad owners, but with their 
^uanagers, to haul oil for him 
cheaper than they would for any 
one else. So the» man who had an 
oil well could get a little bettei 
price from Rockefeller than anyone 
else could pay and naturally sold 
to him. The other oil refineries— 
those that were buying oil from the 
owners of the wells were most all 
frozen out—they could not compete 
with Rockefeller who had lower 
freight rates than they could get. 

Our understanding is that Rock¬ 
efeller did not own a well up to 
some years ago—he simply bought 
the petroleum at the well. There 
promised to be an overproduction 
so the sinking of wells had to be 
discouraged. On our visit to Penn¬ 
sylvania above referred to, we and 
the gentleman whom we were visit¬ 
ing, drove out to a new oil field, and 
on the way we fiassed through a 
small town whore the smell of beer 
was strong. There were lutmeroiis 
red-nosed men loafing about the 
street, generally in close proximity 
to a saloon. Our companion ex¬ 
plained that tliesc men were oil well 
borers and were paid a dollar and a 
half a day by the Standard Oil 
Comiianv NOT to boro wells. The 
location of this new oil lild was not 
far from river transportation. A 
few of the independent oil refiners 
who consulted tlieir pride perhaps 
more than their pockets, continued 
to try to fight the great octopus 
Mr. Rockefeller had built up and 
finally aft r much litigation and 
after having contended with phys¬ 
ical resistance, landed oil on the 
Atlantic coast for 2 cents a gallon, 
by means of a pipe line, for export 
to Germay. (And we may here re¬ 
mark that these independent oil re¬ 
fineries got into Germany what they 
could not get in the United States, 
equal freight rales with the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company). So it has not 
been the so-called economy of thej 


trust that has brought down the 
price of coal oil from $ 2.00 a gal¬ 
lon to its present price, but tiie dis¬ 
covery of great lakes of oil. But | 
for the trust oil v.'ould have been! 
much cheaper, probably five or six' 
cents a gallon at retail, at points j 
distant from tlie oil fields, an atj 
the well almost for the asking.— ‘ 
Missouri A\''orld.

BOY SWALLOWS FISHHOOK. 

Life Saved bjr a Common Sense 
Physician. 

Early In my husband’s professional 
career, says the wife of a busy physi¬ 
cian in What to Bat, he was called In 
liaste to the assfstance of a boy who 
In some way had succeeded in lodging 
a fishhook in his throat. It was such 
a queer accident that we could not 
help laughing over it, despite the grav¬ 
ity of the case. Arming himself with 
various instruments for the dislodging 
of foreign bodies in the throat, the 
young doctor hurried away to find, 
■upon arrival, the features of the case 
entirely changed by the lad having 
swallowed the hook. T^e parents 
were naturally much alarmed over the 
outcome of the unheard-of accident, 
and in the excitement everybody was 
prescribing what to do. Some were for 
pouring emetics down his throat, oth¬ 
ers suggested the stomach pump or a 
knife as the only means of sav.ng his 
life, while others were for dosing him 
liberaily with oii. While questioning 
the boy regarding the size, and so 
forth, of the hook, merely to gain time 
for thought, my husband, calling com¬ 
mon sense to his aid, directed that the 
hoy be allowed to eat all the solid 
food he could manage to digest, being 
aware that the safety of the delicate 
organs through which the hook must 
pass depended solely on imbedding its 
cruel points in a mass of solids, so as 
to protect the surrounding tissues. The 
amount of bread, meat, potatoes and 
other solids that that boy managed to 
put out of sight that evening aston¬ 
ished even those who knew something 
of the capacity of a boy’s stomach. 
Only the minimum of fluids was al¬ 
lowed, and, well, the young doctor was 
gratified, to be assured, on the follow¬ 
ing day, that his original method of 
treating fishhooks was both safe and 
practical. This is an accident not 
likely to become epidemic, but I re¬ 
peat the formula, not knowing but 
that it might prove advantageous in 
other emergencies, such as sometimes 
arise when any sharp or jagged edged 
bodies, such as pins, needles, tacks or 
bits of glass have been swallowed. 

Singrinf; Spiders. 

• A naturalist who has given many 
years of study to some of the smaller 
forms of insect life has discovered that 
certain sorts of spiders are possessed 
of organs for which there seems to 
be no use save to create sound. They 
are mostly used when the little crea¬ 
tures are alarmed, although the opin¬ 
ion is held by some that this is their 
means of calling to their mates. The 
alarm idea, however, has some support 
In the case of the rattlesnake, which 
is provided with the means of making 
Its presence known whenever an enemy 
approaches. Whether the possession of 
organs for creating sound is designed 
merely as a protection or warning is 
a point to which naturalists are giving 
careful and enthusiastic attentiion.

Value of Subsoiling, 

One of the advantages of subsoiling 
is to do away with the evil effects of 
deep plowing, that is the under soil is 
loosened without the necessity of 
turning the humus of the surface 
under, aud necessarily placing it at 
the bottom of the furrow below where 
it will be able to do the most good. 


I.ook Info Your Fertilizers. 

Thousands upon thousands of ton.s 
of fertilizer are yearly used by some, 
men who do not even lake the trouble 
to see if it is helping them out in a 
financial way, or in other words to see 
if it is a paying investment. If there 
was such a thing ns reckoning up the 
loss caused by this oversight the e^es 
of a gre.it many fai'mers would surely 
be opened, and the result would be 
smaller fertilizer bills and larger 
crops. 

Another thing shonld be done by 
all using fertilizers, and that is the 
matter of looking into the composition 
ot the goods they are buying. Buying 
fertilizers without knowing the analy¬ 
sis of them is in actically buying “a pig 
in a bag.” 


Start tbe Cblckn 

It we e.'cpect a healthy, jirofltable 
flock of hens, we must not overlook 
the fact that the care given the chicks 
during the ttrst few days of life deter¬ 
mines to a great extent just what they 
will be in mature life. Chicks must 
be kept healthy, and in order to do 
this a system must be adopted and 
strictly adhered to. They must come 
from the neat free from vermin and 
must not be allowed to become chilled. 
They must be given the best and moat 
wholesome food, just what is best 
suited for the forming of flesh and 
bone. Those that are intended for 
market require different treatment 
from the pullets that we intend for 
next winter’s layer.s. It takes time 
and patience,coupled with hard work, 
to make poultry raising a success, but 
it can be done.—.Home and I’arm. 


A F«w Points on Alfalfa. 

AVhen sowing alfalfa seed remem¬ 
ber that it weighs about CO jiounds to 
the bushel and that fi-om 20 to 30 
pounds of seed is sufficient for each 
acre. And if you are raising it for 
seed it would bo advisable to sow a 
little thinner than this. 

' As alfalfa does not attain maturity 
until it has reached its third or fourth 
year, too much should not be ex¬ 
pected of it the first year that it makes 
a showing. 

As it is a deep feeder plow the 
land that it is to bo grown on thor¬ 
oughly and it would bo pretty hard to 
plow too deep. 

Alfalfa hay is not iu itself a com¬ 
plete ration so in order to secui’e the 
best results wlieu feeding it, it is nec¬ 
essary to use in conjunction with it 
corn fodder, wheat or oat straw, or 
roots. Alfalfa itself contains a largo 
amount of what is known as protein to 
form blood, bone aud muscle, so it is 
necessary to use these other foods to 
secure for the animal a proper amount 
of starch and fat, which is accomplished 
by using feed analyzing high in car¬ 
bohydrates. If these are not given 
the ration is incomplete and conse¬ 
quently a good iiart of the protein is 
wasted. 


Rotation of Crop«», 

While no doubt it is better to 
change crops, that is, not plant the 
same piece for a long series of years 
to the same crop — yet, is it not often 
the case that a good crop can be raised 
on the same land for a long time by 
proper fertilization. 

For instance, take the English hay 
crop, by proper top dressing a good 
crop can be secured for years, and 
xvhore the field is clayey and stony, it 
is very desirable to treat It so. 

Wo have, for the past few years, 
made a specialty of the turnip crop, 
and having one field which seems bet¬ 
ter adapted than the others for tur¬ 
nips, we have planted it to that crop 
for a number of year,''. We began 
very cautiously, planting at first but 
a small portion the second aud third 
years, as our neighbors said they 
should not like to try it and thought 
wo should not get good results, but, 
finding that there seemed to be ns 
good a yield on the part tliat had tur¬ 
nips the year befoie as on the other, 
we thought we would try the whole 
field, aud for two years have raised 
turnips on it, and the last year we 
had an extra crop of good qu^ity, and 
the quantity heing 500 bushels of mar¬ 
ket size on the field of about an acre. 

We plow in a fair quantity of st-able 
manure in the spring, then jilow the 
ground two or three times during tlio 
early summer, then about tho middle 
of .fuly make the drills and sow the 
seed, using in tho drills 000 or 700 
pounds of commercial fertilizers. 

We have also succeeded in getting 
rid of the witch grass, of which the 
field was very full xvheu we com¬ 
menced to raise turnips upon it, and 
it is now one of the easie.st fields to 
cultivate that we have..—H. A. Turner 
in American Cultivator. 


The LessoiiH of MilklnsT Trialfi. 

Mr. Primrose McConnell in his in¬ 
teresting report of the milking trials 
at the London Dairy Show of last Oc¬ 
tober, xvhich appears in The .Tonrual 
of the British Dairy Farmers’ As-so- 
ciation, includes several statistical 
statements of importance to dairy farm¬ 
ers. Averaging the milking per¬ 
formances of the competing animals of 
the different breeds, he brings out 
very clearly the superiority of the 
shorthorn or the crossbred of tho 
shorthorn type. These classes have 
not only given splendid yields as re¬ 
gards quantity, but the quality has 
also been of a creditable character. 
A close examination of the indlvidnal 
yields may reveal lessons of more than 
passing interest to owners of this type 
of cow. 

The enormously heavy yields pro¬ 
duced by some of the animals aud the 
exceeding richness of the milk of 
others seem to us to suggest that the 
farmer possesses a power iu develop¬ 
ing or controlling the iiiherent pro¬ 
pensities of cows which is but too lit¬ 
tle appreciated, or at all events that is 
not turned to adequate account. It is 
obvious that the shorthorn by a sys 
tematic process of selection could be 
made to equal even the Channel 


Island varieties as butter producers^ 
or they might be cultivated, if so de¬ 
sired, to excel the Holstein breed as 
heavy milkers. We do not think that 
the develoiiment of one quality at the 
expense of the others—as must be the 
case it extremes are to be attained— 
would b^ a wise proceeding for the 
average farmer, but it is only too ap- 
jiarent that the vast majority of farm¬ 
ers do not pay the strict attention to 
the selection and direction of their 
cows that consideration for their own 
interests ought to induce them to do. 
Without converting the valued cos¬ 
mopolitan breed into a one purpose 
class, such as tho Jersey or the Ayr¬ 
shire is, much might be done to en¬ 
hance the value of the ordinary speci¬ 
men as an all around dairy cow. 


Tlio Covered Barnyard. 

The covered barnyard possesses 
some advantages, but everyone must 
decide for himself whether or not the 
advantages are sufficient to warrant 
him in erecting one. 'The yard that 
I have seen was sheltered by two 
buildings on two sides aud boarded 
up seven feet on tbe other two sides, 
with a five-foot op'ening between the 
top of the fence and the edge of the 
roof. If a farmer should build one it 
would be advisable, in our opinion, to 
protect the north and west sides com¬ 
pletely. 'This might be done it build¬ 
ings were not so located that they 
would do it, aud they would not be in 
the majority of cases, by building the 
fence clear to the roof. The cheapest 
roof would be one that was as nearly 
flat as possible aud still turn the rain. 
These yards are not such pretentions 
nffairs as some people think thorn to 
be. It seems to be a common oiiiuion 
that they are largo enough for -10 or 
50 head of cattle aud the expense of 
constructing a yard of sufficient size 
to accommodate such sized herds has 
caused many to ridicule the covered 
barnyard as a nonsensical conception. 
Perhaps it is, but not because of its 
size. 

The one I visited would accommo¬ 
date about 10 head. Of course it 
could be made to accommodate more 
by turning 10 head into it at one time, 
10 head at another and so on. It has 
been suggested that the roof of the 
yard might be carried higher and a 
loft made for the storage of fodder, a 
suggestion whicl^in itstSlf shows that 
the yard is limited in size. There is 
a yard, however, in Pennsylvania, we 
think, that is much larger than the 
yard we looked at, but it is entirely 
enclosed, the space that would be 
open above the fence, ns above de¬ 
scribed, being fitted with windows, 
which can be opened when necessary. 
There is also a skylight iu tho roof. 
We should cull a structure of that 
kind a building rather than a yard. 
The manner of sustaining the roof 
will readily suggest itself, 'the cen¬ 
tre of the roof will naturally require 
some support aud will necessitate in¬ 
side posts, which will have to be set 
substantial enough to withstand any 
force which the stock might bring 
against them. 

The principal advantages that such 
a yard would afford in the opinion of 
those xvho believe that the cow should 
have exercise, would be in the jirotec- 
tiou or partial protection of the animal 
while she is exercising; in preserving 
the manure from damage by the ele¬ 
ments; as furnishing shelter for sheep, 
and, if plenty of absorbent is used, in 
furnishing a dry and pleasant barn¬ 
yard. Cheaper shelter will answer 
for fattening cattle iu many cases 
when they need shelter,aud the feeder 
is likely provided for in this direction, 
without finding himself under the 
necessity of building a covered barn¬ 
yard. How’ever, now that we have 
given tbe iirinciple of the thing, it re- 
reinains for everyone who reads this 
article to decide whether or not he 
wants one. —Agricultural Epitomist. 


A Biiroiiioter <»f l*r<>«perU.v. 

‘‘The theatres are a never-failing ba¬ 
rometer of individual prosperity,” 
said a well known theatrical manager 
recently. ‘•Wbi',n the people hifVe 
money to Bjiare aud turn to tho thoa- 
ti'es you may safely judge that the 
]ieriod of prosperity that we have 
waited for so long is at last upon us. 
’This season, so far as I have been 
ooucernecl, has been an exceptionally 
busy one, and I believe this condition 
of affairs extends all over the country. 
The people like to be amused or edu¬ 
cated, as the case may be, by the stage, 
aud now that, they have the money to 
gratify their desires in that direction 
they are patronizing the playhouses 
with a vengeance. Poor shows, even, 
are receiving a fair amount ot patron¬ 
age, aud when a really good show 
comes along, jirovided tho public has 
been sufficiently made aware of its 
merits iu advance, it is simply over¬ 
whelmed. Our own local playhouses 
have profited by this state of affairs, 
while iu New lYork everything has 
gone with a rush. Wages may be 
raised in mills, ininos and factories 
aud the farmers may raise their quad¬ 
ruple yields of grain, but tbe true in¬ 
dex to individual prosperity is the 
amount of money people are willing 
to sjieud for enjoyment’s sake alone.— 
Washington Star. 


Nationalitifts of rnllman ‘Workers. 

At the Pullman works, out of 7125 
mechanics, laborers aud others there 
are no less than 4246 who were born 
iu other countries than the United 
States—that is, 58 per ceuk Scandi¬ 
navia furnished the larger portion of 
the emigrants, 1489, or 35 per cent., 
the bulk of them being Swedes. The 
British Empire sent 919, of whom 27 i 
were Canadians aud 205 Irish, while 
303 were Engli.sh. Germany includ- 
iugAustria comes next with 817,nearly 
all North Germans. Thei e me 61(5 
Dutch, which is a very large, contin¬ 
gent when we remember the size of 
their native country. The Latin races 
make a very poor show, if we except 
Italy with 106 immigrants. France 
sent 9, Belgium 11 and Switzerland, 
which is not wholly Latin, 20. Tho 
remaining 259 men at Pullman are of 
eight nationalities, 114 being Polos, 
78 Piussians, 32 Bohemians aud 22 
Hungarians. 

A classification of this working 
force, made recentl}', shows that there 
are 250 highly skillo'l men, capable of 
original work, 3036 first class me¬ 
chanics, 2015 fair workmen and 1801 
laborers. —Cassier’s Magazine.

GATHERINa RUBBER. 


HOW THE MILKY SAP IS COL¬ 
LECTED. 


Gives Employment to Indnstrlons Colo¬ 
nies on tbe Fara River — As Seen 
From the tTnited States Steamer Wll* 
mlnjston. 

By studying on a map of Brazil you 
can see that the Para river extends 
almost due west, south ot the island 
ot Marajo, to a network of narrow 
streams, known as the Passes, which 
connect the Para with the Amazon. 
These numerous channels are from 70 
to 150 yards in width, and some of 
them aro navigable for vessels of 18 
to 20 feet draught. These passes are 
Interesting enough to those traversing 
them In small craft, but to the officers 
and sailors of such steamers as the 
United States ship Wilmington they 
are trebly so. At night there is little 
to arrest the attention other than the 
weird, dark shapes of the banks, 
which ever seem close aboard. The 
land being low and flat, and the trees 
near tho water’s edge, It seems as if 
the ship has forsaken her natural ele¬ 
ment and is running overland on in¬ 
visible wheels. When daylight comes 
In a sudden burst of light like .the un¬ 
heralded flash of the theater’s Illumi¬ 
nation, there Is revealed on each side 
of the narrow channel the forest’s 
solid wall, exposing to view a pano¬ 
rama of overhanging vines, of creep¬ 
ers and foliage and branches brilliant 
with the multitudinous hues of tropi¬ 
cal vegetation. 'There Is a strange 
chattering of animal life and a whirr 
of winged Insects. The discordant 
cries of myriad parrots echo from the 
trees. There is human life, too. Hero 
and there embowered in the jungle 
can be seen little wooden huts, with 
thatched roofs and sides open to the 
cooling winds. These are the houses 
ot the rubber gatherers, who labor day 
In and day out collecting the milky 
sap of the Hevea hrasiliensls. This 
rubber gathering Is interesting, and 
tho Wilmington’s crew watch curious¬ 
ly as the winding channel reveals lit¬ 
tle groups of natives at work along 
the edge ot the stream. Those on 
hoard who have read the descriptions 
tell others of the manner In which the 
half-naked Indians labor, of how each 
family works what Is called an ‘‘es- 
trada,” or street, a path through the 
forest, which embraces as many rub¬ 
ber trees as can be conveniently tend¬ 
ed, of how these trees are slit with a 
machete and a cup fitted in the cut to 
catch the sap, and of the manner In 
which the ownea makes his dally 
round and brings to his hut the col¬ 
lected juice. There is also Interest 
in the description of its next stage, 
when the sap is dipped up by a stick 
and revolved over a smoky lire. The 
smoke causes each layer to coagulate 
on the stick, and when the desired 
amount Is formed it is removed and 
made ready for shipment. These balls 
of crude rubber usually weigh In the 
neighborhood of twenty-five pounds, 
and are of a dark, lustrous hue. It 
was a novel experience, this visit of 
the Wilmington’s crew to the home 
of the rubber gatherers, ai^d the clos¬ 
est attention was paid to the ever- 
changing scenery as the white cruiser 
steamed slowly along through the 
Passes.—Ainslee’s Magazine. 

A Danfiforoun Occupation. 

Much time and labor have been be¬ 
stowed by scientific men in experi 
ments relating to the use of phosphor¬ 
us in tbe manufacture of lucifer 
matches. It is found that while the 
present factory rules iu England have 
led to improved conditions and less¬ 
ened risk, further advances are im¬ 
peratively necessary. Some of the 
works iu that country are old and 
lend thomeelvos with difficulty to the 
improved structural arrangements 
found iu the more efficiently equipped 
establishments, and in most of them 
methods now shown to be ob.solete 
are iu use, involving unnecessary risk 
to the operatives, and the daugerons 
processes are said to be largely carried 
on by persons in whom the danger is 
further aggravated by unsound teeth. 
The fact is particularly noted of the 
neglect iu substituting machinery for 
hand labor in the dangerous processes, 
in the want of attention to the condi¬ 
tion of operatives’ teeth aud neglect¬ 
ing to report well known cases of 
phosphorus poisoning, or even watch 
ing for their occurieuoe—deliberate 
and long continued concealment 
being practised iu the latter.

An accomplishment that receives too 
little attention among trained nurses 
Is the art of reading albud. Only 
those who have had to lie on a sick 
bed through long weeks and months 
can appreciate the comfort of being en¬ 
abled to listen to intelligent reading 
A gentle, pleasantly inflected voice, a 
clear and distinct articulation, and an 
intelligent comprehension of the mat 
ter read have a soothing effect upon 
the most Irritable nerves, and for that 
reason should be considered desirable 
qualifications in‘a sick nurse. There 
are many people who cannot afford the 
expense of having both a companion 
and a nurse, hut a nurse who can be a 
companion as well must be considered 
an acqyl sition indeed. _

From time immemorial soft wood 
has been regarded as comparatively 
valufeless for heating pui-fioseS' Hard 
wood has brought high priced aiid has 
been in much greater demaifd than 
soft, on account of this generally pre¬ 
vailing notion. Ex.perlments with 
woods of various sorts have demon¬ 
strated that the linden, which is one ot 
the softest of woods, gives the greatest 
amount of heat. The value of other 
woods in their order, as ascertained. Is 
as follows: Fir with 0.99 heating 
power; next follow tho elm and tilne 
with 0.98; willow, chestnut and larch 
with 6.97; maple, spruce and fir with 
0.96; black poplar with 0.95; alder and 
white birch xvith 0.94 only; then comes 
the hard oak with 0.92; the locust and 
the white beech with 0.91, and the red 
beech with 0.90. Hence hard wood 
heats the least.” It Is one of the re¬ 
markable facts of the day that so many 
theories that havp been held for many 
years are fast giving w.ay before the 
critical analysis of science.
